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DANGEROUS COMPETITION IN THE 
WHOLESALE DRUG TRADE, 


A letter published in our correspond- 
ence column last week from a Phila- 
delphia wholesale druggist, indicates 
the condition of unprofitableness in 
which the drug trade of the section of 
country tributary to Baltimore is being 
driven by the competition that is wag- 
ing in that city. The first cause of this 
fight was the division of a prominent 
firm there into two concerns, and from 
the efforts they have made to divide 
the custom of the original house has 
spread a general reduction of prices on 
nearly all drugs, in which every whole- 
sale house in that city is involved. 
Nor do the effects of the competition 
end with demoralizing prices in the 
Baltimore market. That city and Phila- 
delphia being competitors for the trade 
of aconsiderable section of country, the 
wholesalers of the Quaker City are 
forced to meet Baltimore prices by a 
reduction which wipes out almost the 
entire margin which the jobbing busi- 
ness affords under ordinarily favorable 
circumstances. The competition is one 
which will, doubtless, work out its own 
termination, in the course of time and 
after considerable loss; but it appears 
likely, before accomplishing that result, 
to reach a stage which will involve the 
rebate plan. We understand that so 
far as Baltimore is concerned the low 
prices quoted are not, in all cases, re- 


stricted to drugs proper, but even iu- 
clude some of the rebate proprietary 
articles. To what extent this may have 
bee. carried is not shown by the infor- 
mation we have, but no form of cutting 
is likely to be more speedily felt than 
that which involves violations of the 
rebate list, should it be carried to 
any serious extent. This feature of the 
competition will doubtless be closely 
watched, as well by those who 
are interested in perpetuating the re- 
bate plan as by those who would gladly 
see it fall. Should the safety of the 
rebate plan seem to be imperilled, the 
subject is likely to be brought forward 
at the coming meeting of the National 
Wholesale Drug Association at Phila- 
delphia. 








THE TRADE IN ORANGE MINERAL. 


A firmer feeling is to be noted in the 
market for some brands of orange 
mineral, on account of the advance in 
pig lead. American and German 
makes are slightly higher, but French 
and English remain the same. The 
French grade has always commanded 
the highest price, tut there is an inti- 
mation that a lower range of values 
will be adopted to compete with the 
domestic. The production of the lat- 
ter has largely increased within a year 
past, or since the Government has en- 
couraged the manufacture of orange 
mineral by changing the ad valorem 
duty of twenty-five per cent. to a spe- 
cific duty of three cents per pound. 
This was considered sufficient pro- 
tection to cause renewed efforts in 
placing a neglected industry on a pay- 
ing basis, and several white lead man- 
ufacturers have since been offering 
their orange mineral product on the 
different home markets. The Ameri- 
can has made very rapid progress and 
is held in high favor, as the largely in- 
creased business would indicate. Im- 
porters of the fine article are satisfied 
with the change in the tariff, as all 
grades have to pay the same duty of 
three cents per pound. More profit 
is thereforeto be found in handling 
the finer quality and it can be of- 
fered at arelatively lower price than 
inferior grades. 

Since the making of artificial ver- 
milion was introduced several years 
ago, the consumption of orange mine- 
ral has gone on increasing to a grati- 
fying extent, but since January 1, trade 
has been comparatively slow, as in 
other lines. It would be difficult to esti- 
mate the total production per annum 
of the American article. Stocks are 
not allowed to accumulate and just 
now some manufacturers are pressed 
to fill orders. The importations for 
last year show a decline. The receipts 
at this port during 1884 of all grades of 
orange mineral from all foreign 
sources, aggregated 1,148 packages or 
753,476 pounds, while the total amount 
received in 1883 was 5,742 packages or 
2,807,326 pounds. As the National Bu- 
reau of Statistics does not classify 
orange mineral separately in _ its 
monthly or annual statements of im- 
ports and exports, the amount re- 
ceived by other ports is not known. 
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THE GOVERNMENT’S INQUIRY ON 
GAUGING. 

Representatives of the Treasury De- 
partment have been on a still hunt for 
alleged frauds in gauging spirits, but 
their mission has not been truitful. 
They commenced operations in Cincin- 
nati, and covered all the territory where 
any stock could be found. Their efforts 
were not confined to the investigation 
of charges, but having come upon one 
case of irregularity, the agents of the 
Government were directed to com- 
mence a sweeping investigation. The 
examination has been a source of great 
annoyance and lossto many substan- 
tial and reliable houses in this and 
other cities, where fraud has never 
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been known to exist. No objection is 
found to a proper inquiry by the Gov- 
ernment at any time, but the conduct 
of the special agentsin the present case 
justifies the severe censure which has 
been meted out to them on every hand 
Instead of making a private report to 
their superiors, the men engaged on 
this mission court notoriety by inform- 
ing the public press of their maneuvers, 
and allow reporters tv draw on their 
imagination in conveying an erroneous 
impression through the public prints. 
The innocent suffered with the guilty 
—if there were any of the latter—and 
names of very respectable merchants 
were dragged before the public without 
the least shadow of wrong-doing, to 
justify the zeal of the offiicial invest- 
gators. 

As a result of the labors, it has been 
found that the absence of uniformity 
in quantity is owing to a lack of sym- 
metry in the barrels. ‘There has been no 
radical change in the method of gauging 
during the past thirty years, and to 
insure accuracy some other system will 
have to be adopted than that author- 
ized by the Government which is the 
use of callipers in place of the ancient 
and equally efficient straight rod, The 
special agents found some barrels 
overgauged and others not up to the 
required standard in the same stock, 
but to ascertain this fact the cup 
was substituted for the callipers in 
common use. The distiller and deal- 
ers are not to be held accountable for 
this difference, solong as they con- 
tinue to observe closely the instruc- 
tions of the Government. 
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THE FUTURE OF CHINA CLAY. 


The China clay trade is expected 
soon to revive from its comparative in- 
activity, as inquiries are better, and 
consumers who have been buying to 
cover immediate wants, are more dis- 
posed to lay in stocks. As theimport- 
ed China clay commands a better sale 
and is used for finer purposes of manu- 
facture than the American, attention 
is almost solely directed to the foreign 
product as a leader of warket values. 
Holders of the latter have succeeded 
in maintaining prices, notwithstanding 
the curtailed movement in the con- 
sumptive channel and the large stocks 
on hand, but the ample supplies will 
come in good stead, as there is little or 
no stock on the way and no business 
transacted recently for shipment. In 
case of any material improvement in 
demand there would bea gradual stiff- 
ening of values; holders are anticipat- 
ing a much better trade and conse- 
quent strengthening of their views. A 
comparison of imports for the past two 
years furnishes the principal reasou 
for the large supplies now on hand. In 
1888 the receipts at this port from all 
foreign sources were 9,751 tons, but last 
year the market was overloaded by 
the importation of 13,692 tons, which 
demonstrates that the surplus on spot 
isnot to be attributed solely to the 
smaller outlet. 

Domestic China clay is principally 
used by paper makers and stainers and 
sometimesin the paint line, but very 
little if any is found to answer the 
same purposes as the imported. The 
nearest approach to it comes from 
Delaware. There are mines in nearly 
every State in the Union; the South- 
ern clay comes mostly tothe Eastern 
markets and is quoted at eleven dollars 
per ton, while lower grades are obtain- 
able at eight dollars perton. The im- 
ported is worth from thirteen and a 
half to twenty dollars for packed 
goods, or eleven dollars per ton for 
bulk ex-vessel. It is difficult to obtain 
reliable statistics on the annual out- 
put of the American mines, but a 
gentleman who claims to control about 
one-third of the domestic production, 
roughly estimates the total at 15,000 
casks of 1,900 pounds each. 
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STEAM FROM PETROLEUM. 


At the Brooklyn Navy Yard a series 
of interesting tests are being made 
with a new fuel, which is tar, the re- 
sidudm of petroleum. Tar asphaltum 
and Southern tar, which runs to waste 
in enormous quantities in Mexico and 
Southern California, are also used in 
these tests, which are in charge of 
Captain Teller, Chief Engineer, and 
five assistants, 

The purpose is to generate steam for 
the propulsion of all machinery by 
waste oils, instead of coal or gas. An 
eight foot boiler of one hundred horse 
power is used in the experiments. The 
initial test, which occurred last week, 
was not successful, owing, the en- 
gineers state, to the fact that the pipe 
in the interior of the boiler had not 
been properly constructed to carry 
away the dense smoke. The test con- 
sisted in inserting a blow-pipe flame, 
which passed through the boiler flue, 
which is larger than the ordinary flue, 
the flame at no puint coming in con- 
tact with the metal. It is claimed that 
by this process the boiler is not burned, 
as is the case in most of the known 
devices which use oil fuel for steam 
generating purposes. 

The inventor claims that steamers or 
yachts can increase their speed from 
ten to twelve knots an hour by using 
his process. With a pressure of 250 
pounds to the inch the unprecedented 
speed of thirty miles an hour on water 
may be realized. He furthermore 
claims that the enormous pressure of 
250 pounds will; not blow up the 
boiler or result in spontaneous ecom- 
bustion. 

One of the engineers said that there 
was not the slightest danger of spon- 
taneous combustion. On board the 
Dictator, at Port Royal, an explosion 
attributed to spontaneous combustion 
had occurred, but really it was caused 
by a man entering the bunkers with a 
lighted candle. It was only a flash, 
however. He had put cotton waste 
saturated with oil in a vessel near the 
boiler, and no combustion had oc- 
curred. 

The experiments, which are eagerly 
watched by interested parties, will be 
continued. 
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POSITION OF THE HOP CROP. 


Reports from the different hop grow- 
ing districts in New York State, which 
produces seventy per cent. of the entire 
American yield, all tend to prove the 
season’s crop a generous one. The se- 
vere storms of late did undoubtedly 
damage the vines in both Franklin and 
Oneida Counties to a certain extent, 
but not enough to materially affect the 
yield. The total State yield will prob- 
ably show an increase over that of last 
year of ten per cent., as previously 
stated. Although some of the earlier 
varieties have been harvested, general 
picking will not be commenced for at 
least another week. 

The Pacific coast also promises an 
abundant crop, but it is feared that 
unless prices improve large quantities 
of hops will be left upon the poles. The 
crop in Washington Territory, which 
is the largest of all the hop producing 
districts upon that coast, is very heavy, 
while the crops of both Oregon and 
California are but little short of last 
year’s. 

The news from England is rather 
gloomy, but varies as to location. The 
district of Kent, the largest of all the 
hop districts, is said to abound with 
lice and honey dew; but the only dis- 
trict which is considered to be in really 
a critical condition is that of East Kent. 
Notwithstanding these reports, it is 
thought that should the weather prove 
favorable during the next fortnight 
thecrop generally will be up to the 
average, both as to quality and quan- 
tity. But with the London market in 
its present uninteresting condition, 
there is no cause for anxiety. 


Advices from the Coutinental Euro- 
pean districts report the plant general- 
ly as looking remarkably fine, especial- 
ly in the choice Bavarian districts, such 
as Hallertan and Spalt, and the same 
is said of the condition of the plants in 
Alsace, Gallicia, Styria, North Ger- 
many, Silesia and Posen. Baden and 
Belgium complain of vermin, and Wur- 
temburg has suffered by a most 
disastrous hailstorm. Owing to 
the cool weather, picking will bea 
little later than usual. Many con- 
tracts are said to have been consum- 
mated by Belgian growers for October 
and November delivery at fifty-four 
and sixty franes per fifty kilos. 

As regards the present price of hops, 
it is thought that although there is 
undoubtedly large surplus stored 
in brewers’ vaults, it is hardly consid- 
ered sufficient to warrant the present 
low figure. Should the American crop 
be properly gathered and cured, it is 
probable that there will be good de- 
mand for it upon the English market 
during the coming season; and judging 
from present indications, it is thought 
quite likely that prices have touched 
bottom. 

During the past sixteen years the 
numberof balesannually exported has 
been 39,000, although last year it 
reached nearly 80,000 bales. The world’s 
supply of hops for 1885 is given as fol- 
lows: In the United States, 40,000,000 
pounds; in England, 42,000,000 pounds; 
total in Contineutal Europe, 100,000,000 
pounds, 


THE PITTSBURG PIPE LINE. 

The parties who are engineering the 
Pittsburg Pipe Line have great faith 
in the free advertising of their scheme. 
They have of late interested a certain 
portion of the public press of Western 
Pennsylvania with fancy sketches of 
their plans and intended extension of 
the pipe line, but no further progress 
has been made. It generally happens 
at the critical moment that a railroad 
interferes with the laying of the pipe, 
or some other unforseen difficulty 
occurs, according to the plausible but 
transparent excuses given to the press 
for publication. In this enterprise, 
according to the newspaper para- 
graphs which they have caused to be 
published, the heated imagination of 
Messrs. Holdship & Irwin sees the pos- 
sibility of such a menace to the Nation- 
al Transit Co. that the Standard will 
shortly be forced by it into relieving 
its Napoleonic promoters, to wit, 
Messrs. Holdship & Irwin, of the ill- 
fitting and uncomfortable cloak of 
Independence which they are now 
constrained to wear. The cold facts 
appear to be that there now exist, un- 
der the high-sounding name of the 
Pittsburg Pipe Line, three or four 
miles of pipe, without tankage, through 
which a small amount of crude is car- 
ried to a station on the Pittsburg & 
Western Railroad, transported from 
there to Allegheny City in tank cars, 
then transferred to barges on the Alle- 
gheny river,and distributed to the few 
refineries of the Pittsburg Pipe Line, 
after suffering severe loss from leak- 
age, shrinkage and evaporation. The 
line being without pumping stations 
or storage facilities is not in position to 
command much business,and although 
great pretensions have been made 
from the start, the incipient enterprise 
has lacked the characteristics necessa- 
ry to inspire confidence among inde- 
pendent refiners, 

The incorporators may think it unne- 
cessary to extend the line if there is any 
possibility of selling out to the Stand- 
ard,and the fact that the present situa- 
tion is considered ripe for overtures of 
that character, may account for the 
desire to await developments and see 
if the policy of “independence for 
revenue only” will work in their case. 
If the undertaking had substantial 
backing and was represented by men 
of independent principles, who could 
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not be charged with having a covetous 
eyeon the charmed Standard circle, 
and with no thought of betraying their 
friends, they would receive credit for 
their honest intentions; but when the 
names of clerks and book-keepers have 
to be appended to the incorporation 
papers of any trade organization re- 
quiring large capital in order to com- 
plete the legal number of signers, it 
looks as if our loosé law machinery 
were being taken advantage of for 
speculative purposes, and that such a 
corporation had been formed to sell 
out to the highest bidder. It has been 
charged that the Pittsburg Pipe Line 
is a concern of this character, Messrs. 
Holdship & Irwin have undoubtedly 
some inside information on this point. 
Up to about three weeks ago however 
when areporter of this paper made a 
diligent inquiry in Pittsburg the most 
prominent oil men of that city were 
unaware of the existence of the alleged 
pipe line. The motives of its pro- 
moters in seeking to puff it into na- 
tional importance are now patent to

THE DECREASING CONSUMPTION 
OF SPERM OIL. 


A few years ago, it was thought that 
no oil was at all suitable for swift run- 
ning machinery but sperm, which 
became very scarce and appreciated 
in value. But the decline in its con- 
sumption, to which we allude below, 
was not due to its high price alone. It 
has been found by experimental and 
practical tests, that suitable petroleum 
oilsare a greater saving in their econ- 
omy of steam power and immunity 
from spontaneous fire. Another great 
advantage in substituting petroleum 
oils,lies in the fact of the immense var- 
iety of all qualities desired in special 
lubricants, so that we may select oils 
exactly adapted to every application, 
from the thick syrupy oils used for 
steam cylinders down to the thinnest 
oils required for chronometers and 
scientific instruments. 

The market for sperm oil is lower 
now than it has been since 1844, when 
the average price for crude was sixty- 
three cents per gallon. Four years 
later it touched the dollar mark and 
remained above that point without a 
single break until 1878, when an in- 
creased catch lowered prices to ninety 
cents. The market dragged along 
with slight fluctuations for three years, 
and recorded an average price of one 
dollar and six cents for 1882. Although 
the catch each year since has been 
much less, values receded to the lowest 
point known since 1844, with seventy- 
five cents as the asking figure at the 
moment. The highest figure reached 
for crude was two dollars and seventy- 
five cents in 1866, while the average 
price for that year was two dollars and 
fifty-five cents. The largest annual 
eatch within the last forty years was 
in 1843, amounting to 166,985 bar- 
rels. In subsequent years a yield 
of 100,000 barrels was considered 
small, but the trade have not handled 
such a quantity of sperm oil any year 
since 1853. There has been a gradual 
decline in the yield, with a periodical 
increase, ever since. The last catch 
of 90,000 barrels was recorded in 1859: 
the year following brought it down to 
73,000; a yield of even 60,000 has been 
a thing of the past since 1864 and the 
amount of 50,000 barrels has not been 
reached since 1870. From an annual 
yield of 41,000 in 1879, it dropped to 
30,000 barrels in 1881 and to 22,000 last 
year. 

The cause of this decline which has 
been rapid during the past few years, 
is not difficult to find as explained 
above. The old world is not taking so 
much as formerly. Since 1879 the an- 
nual movement abroad has been fairly 
on the average, but last year brought 
a remarkable falling off in the de- 
mands, when only 5,143 barrels were 
exported in comparison with 13,996 
barrels in 1883, According to its his-

tory as outlined, it seems to be only a 
question of time when the sperm oil 
industry will go out of existence. 


PROPRIETARY MEDICINES. 

Proprietary medicines are destined 
to receive considerable attention the 
coming month. The American Phar- 
maceutical Association, at the Pitts- 
burg Convention to be held September 
8-11, will consider the report of a com- 
mittee appointed at the Milwaukee 
meeting last year, to decide upon the 
desirability and feasibility of securing 
such legal enactments as shall compel 
proprietors to print the formulas of 
their preparations on the labels or 
wrappers. The chairman of the com- 
mittee is one thoroughly interested in 
the matter, and will doubtless present 
all possible arguments in favor of such 
legal requiremeuts. Being a Doctor of 
Medicine, who is recognized as an emi™ 
nent sanitarian, an expert chemist and 
a thorough pharmacist, his opinions 
will receive the careful consideration 
of the Association. Just at this time, 
therefore, we think some facts relative 
to proprietary medicines will be of par- 
ticular interest. On another page will 
be found an abstract of a very compre- 
hensive history of proprietary medi- 
eines published by a daily contempo- 
rary. 

The latest statistics furnished by the 
United States Census Office were gath- 
ered in 1880-81, but though the indus~ 
try has made rapid strides during the 
last few years, the figures may perhaps 
still be taken!as proportionately correct, 
At that time $10,600,000 were invested 
in the business, there being 563 estab- 
lishments in the country, employing 
4,015 operatives—2,504 males above 20, 
1,186 females above 15, and 325 children 
and youth. The total wages paid an- 
nually amounted to $1,651,596; the value 
of materials $6,704,729, and the value 
of the annual product $14,682,494. In 
regard to capital invested New York 
stood first with $3,512,130, Pennsylva- 
nia second with $2,076,100, and Missouri 
third with $1,402,700. These are the 
only States in which the capital 
invested in proprietary medicines 
amounted to over $1,000,000 (or, in fact 
over $570,600 the amount credited to 
Ohio). South Corolina is credited with 
but one establishment, with $200 in- 
vested, while Rhode Island had 20 es- 
tablishments with $474,500 invested. 
Although Massachusetts had but $521- 
3.0 invested, the value of her total an- 
nual products was $1,456,376, the old 
Bay State thus ranking second to New 
York, whose annual products amounted 
to $4,339,178. Missouri ranks next with 
$1,197,090, and Pennsylvania next with 
$1,006,058, these four being the only 
States whose annual products amount- 
ed to over $1,000,000. Tne next in order 
were Illinois, $827,410; Rhode Island, 
$772,942 ; Ohio, $668,141; Maryland, 
$647,893; New Jersey, $639,125—these 
embracing all over $500,000. As to 
number of establishments the States 
rank as follows: New York, 108; Ohio, 
61; Pennsylvania, 53; Massachusetts, 
40; Maryland, 34; Missouri, 27—embrac- 
ing all over 25. It is remarkable that 
while Massachusetts ranked fifth in re- 
gard to capital invested, it stood second 
in amount of annual products. While 
Massachusetts produced three times the 
amount of her capital invested, New 
York produced about one-third more. 
The products in Pennsylvania, Missou- 
ri and Ohio were considerably less than 
the capitalinvested. The industry was, 
therefore, most remunerative in Mas- 
sachusetts, the plant being older and 
the return larger. But three States 
employed more than a million opera- 
tives—New York, 3,512,480; Pennsylva- 
nia, 2,076,100, and Missouri, 1,402,700- 
The avoual sales of ‘patent medicines” 
are estimated at between $22,000,000 
and $25,000,000. 

Proprietors have been relieved of the 
stamp tax, which is estimated to have 
amounted to $1,800,000 per year, and it 


































is claimed that, by the rebate plan, 
wholesale dealers in proprietary medi- 
cines now save about $600,000 annually, 
which was formerly thrown away by 
cutting prices. The tax on alcohol, 
however, still remains a burden upon 
the industry, particularly upon the 
foreign trade in American preparations, 
We have been informed by a gentleman 
who has carefully investigated the 
question, that in regard to the com- 
parative number of deaths resulting 
from proprietary medicines and drugs 
dispensed on prescriptions, statistics 
are favorable to the former. Proprie- 
tors claim, also, that many reports of 
deaths resulting from proprietary med- 
icines are blackmail. However this 
may be, actual statistics will have much 
influence on any legislation in the di- 
rection of compelling the printing of 
formulas. Some of the arguments ad- 
vanced in favor of such legislation are 
given on page 43 of this journal for 
July 22. Itis urged that if the medi- 
cine is patented, the formula must 
have been published in the Patent Re- 
ports, and that it is the right of the 
purchaser to know what he is taking. 
Other medicines must be dealt with, it 
is admitted, through legislation in 
the several States. It is asked 
whether property invested in the 
secrecy of composition of a medi- 
cine is not invested at the owner’s 
risk of such secrecy being prohibited 
by law. Should it be proposed to enact 
laws compelling a publication of for- 
mulas, which should take effect some 
years after their passage, there might 
be less opposition, and if it were mere- 
ly proposed to compel the publication 
of formulas of medicines introduced 
after the passage of the law, the pow- 
erful opposition of present proprietors 
would presumable be removed entirely. 
Whether the AmericanPharmaceutical 
Association succeeds in bringing the 
matter before Congress in a way to 
secure the proposed Jegislation or not, 
strenuous efforts will doubtless be 
made to bring the question to a fair 
and square issue. In France, proprie- 
tary medicines are examined by the 
Academy of Medicine, being subjected 
to chemical analysis and therapeutic 
trial before they are allowed to be put 
on the market. It would seem eminent- 
ly proper that the Government should 
provide against the sale of secret prep- 
arations proved to be injurious to the 
public health. But unless a preparation 
be proved injurious it may be doubtful 
whether the Government will take 
measures to aid its citizens in the se- 
lection of medicines of unknown com- 
position. If, as in France, manufac- 
turers were required to submit their 
preparations to Government officials 
before the medicines were allowed on 
the market, it would seem that any 
dangerous preparations could be sur- 
pressed without the publication of 
formulas,

COMPOUNDED LUBRICANTS LOS- 
ING GROUND. 


There is a growing opposition to the 
manufacture and use of compounded 
petroleum oils, as intimated in last 
week’s issue of this paper. The agita- 
tion of this subject has been progress- 
ing quietly for some time, but the 
warfare, if it can be so called, is bet- 
ter defined and as a result manufac- 
turers of pure mineral oil products are 
endeavoring to make a higher order 
of lubricants to obviate the necessity 
of compounding,and to satisfy consum- 
ers on this point. According to the 
opinion of experts, nine cases out of 
ten the consumer not only saves half 
the price of his lubricants by using 
uncompounded petroleum, but he is 
always sure of getting a uniform petro- 
leum product, since variations can be 
detected by ordinary commercial meth- 
ods: As a matter of fact, cases are 
rare where uncompounded petroleum 
oil is not really better for purposes of 
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lubrication. The value of the many 
materials used in compounding petro- 
leum, is purely a matter of tradition 
and it is not infrequently the case that 
a superior grade of petroleum oil is 
impaired in lubricating value by the 
addition of an animal oil which is cer- 
tain to become corrosive or to separate 
out as a gum and occasion greater 
wear or cause higher friction. In all 
swift running machinery, special care 
is necessary to avoid loss of power and 
high running temperature, by an un- 
wise and unnecessary compounding of 
mineral oils. 

Most remarkable changes in the 
opinions of experts and engineers have 
taken place with the general use of 
petroleum products, and the ancient 
idea that the value of an oil as a lubri- 
cant depended on its thickness or 
“*body,” has been thoroughly exploded. 
The artificial thickening and weight- 
ing of oils by gelatine and various min- 
eral matters and even by the addition 
of thicker and gummy oil, has been 
shown to be an error. The theory 
now is that the greatest possible 
fluidity compatible with the demands 
of the machinery on which the oil is 
used, is by far the greatest economy. 

It may be necessary in some cases, 
owing to faulty construction of ma- 
chinery that compounded petroleum 
oils shall be used, but these cases are 
exceptional, and it is a fact in the pro- 
gress of mechanical coustruction that 
their number is diminishing every day.

Mr. W. L. Bower,of the firm of W. H. Schief- 
felin &Co., is rusticating at Blue Mountain 
Lake, where he expects to remain three weeks. 


Some fish oil dealers complain that ignorant 
consumers are often imposed upon by un- 
scrupulous persons selling them menhaden fish 
oil for cod oil. 


Mr. Charles Baumbach, of the Chas. Baum. 
bach Drug Co., of Milwaukee, Wis., sailed on 
Wednesday last with his family for quite an 
extended trip abroad. 


Notwithstanding the general business de- 
pression of the last two years the capacity of 
the paper mills of the country of almost every 
kind has steadily inoreased. 


In most trade circles the opinion prevails 
that the times are about to become better, al- 
though whatever improvement in business has 
occurred already is not large. 


The importation of insect powder made ex- 
clusively from stems instead of flowers isa 
new teature of the drug trade. Sharp compe- 
tition is thus being metin more ways than one. 


It is stated that Pittsburg bottling-houses will 
not be ready to start up before the Ist of Octo- 
ber. In regard to window-glass houses the situa- 
tion is such that they may start up at any time 
after Sept. 1. 


The local glass trade in Pittsburg, especially 
in the window-glass branch, is very good. 
Orders are coming in from all over the city 
and the surrounding towns. The outside trade 
continues very dull. 


Wilcox Bros. of New London, have broken 
up their immense fish guano wcrks at Chinco- 
teague, Va., and their large fleet of menhaden 
steamers will be converted into tugs, excur- 
sion and freight boats. 


The Memphis’ Appeal states that a mechanic 
in that city has, after many years of experi- 
mental tests, succeeded in perfecting a method 
of refining crude cottonseed oil at a saving of 
twelve barrels in every 100. 


The New Jersey pupers are flercely opposing 
the continuance of menhaden fishing along the 
Jersey coast, but as they have little or no in- 
fiuence with the national legislators, the agita- 
tion will not amount to much. 


The Kansas City Soap Company request that 
all orders be addressed and all remittances 
intended for them made payable to the new 
corporate name. There is no change in stock- 
holders, officers or management, 


The Phoenix glass works in Phillipsburg, 
Pa., which have been shut down for the past 
three weeks, started six shops to work on col- 
ored ware last week, and if orders continue to 
accumulate their whole works will be fired up 
shortly. 


The only bid received for mineral oil for the 











fourteenth light-house district was that of the 
Consolidated Boat Store Company, of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, in the sum of 13 cents per gallon. 
The bid was accepted and the contract awarded 
to the company. 

Mr. M. H. Warren, of the firm of Clark & 
Warren, has been in the city for some days, 
but expects to return home the latter part of 
this week. 

Mr. David Ravekes, who is one of the most 
popular men in San Francisco, has been in New 
York for some days making purchases of oils, 
paints, &c., for his house. He is making his 
headquarters at the office of Mr. F. B. Taylor 
127 Water street. 

The sad intelligence was received in this city 
last week of the untimely death! of Mr. John 
Muth,of the wholesale drug firm of Muth Bros. 
&|Co ,Baltimore. He was stricken with paralysis 
tor the third time while attending to his usual 
duties in the office. 

It is reported that Peoria dealers suld whisky 
in Chicago at $108, whereas the pool price is 
$113. In consequence the Mili Creek Distilling 
Company of Cincinnati, issued a circular an- 
nouncing that they would sell at a $106 rate 
until September 1. 


The extensive tallow house of Oborne, Ho- 
sick & Co., located at the southwest corner of 
La Salle avenue and Michigan street, Chicago, 
was set on fire by lightning on Friday. Itis 
thought the loss will be between $40,000 and 
$50,000; fully insured. 

One of the New York papers in speaking of 
acatch of porpoisesin the vicinity of Staten 
Island. stated tnat the extracted oil would be 
sold around Maiden Lane and Front streeet for 
cod oil. Hardly, when porpoise oil is said to 
be worth 70 to 75c and cod oil 40 to 43c. 


Last fall the Suffolk County Agricultural So- 
ciety offered prizes for peanuts grown on Long 
Island, and this summer 106 farmers in differ- 
ent sections of Suffolk county are experiment- 
ing withthem. So far the crop promises re- 
markably well. Now for your peanut oil. ' 


Mr. Chas. Churchman, of the weil-known 
chemical firm of Churchman & Co., of Phila- 
delphia, Pa., wasin this city on Thursday last 
and favored the REPORTER with a pleasant 
call. He reports trade as being only fair, but 
the outlook is very promising for a good fall 
trade, 

Over two hundred replies have been received 
at the Treasury Department to the circular let- 
ter calling for expressions of opinion from 
manufacturers and importers on the subject 
of tariff revision. Asarule the contributions 
have contained more complaint of the ad val- 
orem system than suggestions for its improve- 
ment. 


In Nicaragua the custom house duties sre 
heavy and levied on gross weight including 
packing box wrappers, etc. Merchants there 
have in several instances recently ceased deal- 
ing with United States houses solely on the 
ground of bad packing. The least possible 
weight in packing combined with strength is 
requisite. 


Stimulated by the unprecedented crops, busi- 
ness is already showing decided improvement, 
and the prospects throughout the South for 
Fall and Winter trade are reported as unusual- 
ly good. In the organization of railroad and 
manufacturing enterprises there is great activ- 
ity, and the outlook for industrial interests is 
particularly promising. 


A number of mill owners in Covington, op- 
posite Cincinnati, are arranging to bore for 
gas, the expense to be shared equally in case no 
vein is struck. They say it will be impossible 
to compete with Pittsburg unless a supply of 
gas for fuel can also be secured. The Heming- 
way Glass Company recently bored down 2,000 
feet in the hope of finding gas, but failed, 


The Atna Glass Company, Bellaire Goblet 
Company, Belmont Glass Works, Buckeye 
Glass Company, Elson Glass Company, Lantern 
Globe Company, La Belle Glass Works and 
Rodexer Bros., of Bellaire, Ohio, have notified 
their filnt glass workers that they will be com- 
pelled to close down indfinitely unless the pric- 
esand terms now in force in Pittsburg are ac- 
cepted. 


Experiments conducted by the Dutch State 
Railroad on the behavior of different paints for 
ironwork have shown that red lead best resists 
the action of the atmosphere. It was discov- 
ered, too, that the coat holds better on iron 
plates cleaned by pickiing than when the 
plates have been scraped or brushed. The 
trial sheets were pickled with hydrochloric 
acid, washed with warm water, dried, and oiled 
while still warm. 


The Brooklyn Health Department is making 
war on the confectioners for using poisonous 
colors. “Among the colors found, which were 
mostly the coal tar colors.” said a chemist, 
“was one called ‘sulphur yellow,’ which, on 
examination, proved to be chrome yellow or 
lead chromate.”’ This pigment being poisonous, 
even in small quantities, notice was at once 
given to the superintendent, and the use of the 
color stopped. 

Mr. Babcock, the inventor of the Babcock 
fire extinguisher, is an inmate of an almshouse 
in San Francisco, Cal. He invented a chemical 
paint and made considerable money in its sale. 
He also compounded a few patent medicines 
but through carelessness lost all the financial 
benefit. After making several fortunes and 
meeting with as many reverses, he now finds 
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himself in an impoverished condition and neg- 
lected by relatives, 


A Baltimore paper publishes nearly five pages 
of special reports covering the whole South, 
from Virginia to Texas, showing that the pros- 
pects for crops and the outlook for business in 
that section are remarkably good. Not only is 
the acreage of the cotton, corn, and tobacco 
crops the largest on record, but the reports are 
almost unanimous in stating that the yield of 
these crops, as well as of the smaller Crops, 6xX- 
cepting wheat, will greatly exceed the best 
crops ever produced, 

Mr. Samuel Marx, who represents the paint 
house of Sondheim, Alsberg & Co., of this city, 
on the road, prevented Rey. Henry Jardine, the 
hero of Kansas City’s greatest scandal, from 
committing suicide while in a Pullman sleeper 
going from St. Louis to Kansas City. The min- 
ister tried to shuffle off by inhaling chloroform 
from an open bottle at his side, but the labored 
breathing which followed aroused the sus- 
picions of Mr. Marx, who had a berth opposite, 
and he immediately summoned assistance, 
which saved the minister’s life. Mr. Marx has 
received considerable notoriety in the Western 
press for his prompt action, 


“If the menhaden steamers don’t stop purse- 
net fishing our business will become so poor 
that we won’t have enough money at the end 
of aseason to buy a set of oil skins,” saida 
fisherman on Saturday, addressing a number of 
fellow-fishermen at Seabright. N. J. “That’s 
so,” promptly replied a half dozen companions, 
“and,” added one, “they ought to be driven off 
the coast whenever they show their ugly black 
hulks in our waters.” This incident serves to 
show the sentiment of the food fishermen along 
the Jersey coast, and what those engaged in 
menhaden fishing have to contend with, 


The Savannah, Florida and Western Railroad 
system will about January 1 put ona line of 
freight and passenger steamers between Sa- 
vannah and New York, which will give the 
Plant system, under the arrangement recently 
made, direct communication by their own line 
from New York to Cuba via Tampa. This ar- 
rangement will give this system a monopoly of 
the through Florida freight and passenger 
traffic, as wellasa large part of the immense 
lumber and cotton, truck, fruit and turpentine 
traffic f.om Georgia, now in the hands of the 
Georgia Central and East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia systems. 


The Western Export Association, which, ac- 
cording to an agreement entered into some 
time ago, is to go out of existence Sept. 1, met 
in Chicago last week to form a new organiza- 
tion. Of the 8 members of the association 
about 75 were present. The session was a 
svcret one. The plan of the new organization 
isto form, “The American Spirit Company,” 
and have it incorporated under the laws of 
Illinois; to issue stock to the amount of $100,000 
each distiller to take shares in proportion to the 
capacity of his distillery, and to regulate prices, 
The plan is objected to by many of the diastill- 
ers, who show an inclination to run things to 
suit themselves, and only about one-tenth of 
the members have signed in the new company 
as yet.

He isthe New York agent of the Ches- 
ter Oil Co. The firm has other important busi- 
ness connections, is represented on the floor of 
the Consolidated Petroleum Exchange by Mr, 
Bogardus, while special correspondents at the 
different producing and refiining points keep the 
firm fully adyised as to the latest developments, 
As commission merchants and brokers in pe- 
troleum products,we commend the trustworthy 
gentlemen to the public. 


It is not generally known that the sponge- 
fishers of Florida make considerable use of ‘oil 
for the purpose of calming the surface of the 
water. During the later part of the year the 
slight ripple on the water.is easily overcome 
by that time-honored device, the water tele- 
scope. By the aid of that instrument the fish- 
ers easily discern the sponges and hook them 
up from the bottom. But it sometimes happens 
in the spring that the roughness of the sea 
prevents the handling of both hooks and tele- 
scores. Then the sponger throws a spoonful 
of oil upon the waves, which produce a calm 
about his boat as long as he cares to drift about 
with it. The oil preferred by the spongers for 
this purpose is obtained from the liver of the 
“nurse” shark. So effective is this oii consid- 
ered, that as much asadollara gallon is paid 
for it. 


Captain Dillingham, formerly of Titusville, 
commands a steamship which carries freight 
and passengers from port to port on the west 
coast of Mexico. He says that all of the refined 
oil consumed in Guaymas, Manzanillo, La Paz, 
San Blas and Mazatlan, as well as other towns 
in their vicinity, comes from Germany. The 
German merchants control the oil trade, as 
they do most every other branch of commerce 
in that section. The oil they sell is refined in 


Germany from the Amecican crude and ship-

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OBITUARY. 


HENRY B. PARSONS, 


Mr. Henry Betts Parsons died on Friday, Aug. 
21, at Tucson, Arizona, where he had gone to 
seek relief from hemorrhages of the lungs, 
which threatened his life inthis climate. Mr. 
Parsons had a world-wide reputation asa chem- 
ist of more than ordinary ability, and his con- 
tributions to chemical and pharmaceutical 
literature have been numerous and of perma- 
nent value. In his death Chemistry and Phar- 
macy havesuffered a loss which will be long 
felt and deeply mourned. Mr. Parsons was 
born Nov. 20, 1855, at Sivas, Asia Minor, where 
his father, Rev. Benjamin Parsons, was then 
residing. When four years ot age (Dec., 1859) 
his parents returned to this country, locating 
at Windsor, Conn. Subsequently they removed 
to Saline, Mich., where the subject of this 
sketch completed a high school course. From 
the time he was sixteen years of age 
he showed & liking and aptness for chemistry. 
He entered the University of Michigan School 
of Pharmacy in the fall of 1874 and was gradu- 
ated in 18:6. He remained at AnnArbor as assis- 
tant two years after graduation and has ever 
since been an alumnus in whom his alma mater 
took just pride, conferring on him at the last 
commencement the honorary degree of Master 
of Pharmacy. He was from the first ambitious 
to support himself and did so through the col- 
lege cuurse. In the latter part of 1878 he went 
to Washington as specia! assistant in the chem- 
ical division of the Agricultural Department. 
Soon after he accepted the professorship cf 
Materia Medica and Botany inthe National 
College of Pharmacy. He resigned his positions 
in Washington in December, 1881, to accept the 
superintendence of the construction and after 
working of the present laboratory and drug 
mills of Messrs. W. H. Schieffelin & Co. of this 
city. His work in every detail gave perfect 
satisfaction and his charge was steadily perfect- 
ed under his able management. Herapidly won 
and held the esteem and affection of all con- 
nected with the house. On August 2, 1883, he 
was married to Annie F. Taylor, of Ann Arbor. 
In May, 1834, he was obliged to give up the 
charge of the laboratory on account of a seri- 
ous lung trouble, and yielding to his taste for 
literary work accepted the editorship of the 
Druggists’ Circular, which he conducted ina 
masterly manner, until May, 1885, when his 
failing health obliged him to give up work 
entirely. Acting upon the advice of his phy- 
sician he went in June to Arizona to regain, if 
possibile, his health, where he remained until 
the time of hisdeath. His valuable contribu- 
tions to chemical literature embrace a treatise 
on plant analysis which has been incorporated 
in Allen’s Commercial Organic Analysis, a table 
of oxidation and reduction, exhaustive work 
on opium, quinine, berberine, nitrous ether, 
oleates, etc., as well as important service in the 
revision of the U. 8S. Pharmacopeeia. He had 
been tendered a professorship in the New York 
College of Pharmacy, of which institution he 
was for some time a trustee and an honored 
member, which he declined. He was univer- 
sally popular with all who knew him, and 
will be greatly missed not only by a large circle 
of personal friends, but by readers of chemical 
and pharmaceutical literature generally and 
particularly by members of the New York 
State and American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tions, in whose deliberations and discussions 
he has taken important part. For the past 
year his name has not appeared on committees 
through his own request. We have notspoken 
of him as professor as he had oft expressed 
himself as preferring a “plain Mr.”” A possessor 
of knowledge he cared little for titles or de- 
grees. Itis with a feeling of sincere sorrow 
that we pen these lines so inadequately expres- 
sive of our esteem and respect and of his real 
worth.

Fraudulent Patent Medicines Sold by 
Scalpers. 
New York, Aug. 20, 1885, 
Editor Or, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

A not surprising outcome of the practice 
which the “scalpers” inavgurated in the sale of 
proprietary articles, has recently developed at 
Philadelphia. and is worthy the attention of 
the drug trade and proprietors as well as of 
the public, I am informed by letter froma 
prominent wholesaler at Philadelphia, that Mr. 
Kennedy of Rondout, N. Y., proprietor of 
“Kenneay’s Favorite Remedy,” has lately had 
complaints that a certain house in Philadelphia 
was selling his preparation at 25 per cent. be- 
low his bottom price. He went on to Philadel- 
phia to investigate the matter and soon dis- 
covered that the party had been buying up 
empty “Favorite Remedy” bottles and filling 
them with some sort of a counterfeit decoction 
made by the “chemist” of the leading Philadel- 
phia “scalper.” The goods were put upin 
wreppers and labels obtained from Mr. Ken- 
nedy ostensibly to repair “soiled goods,” and 
thus cloaked in the babiliments of genuineness 
the fraudulent stuff was sold at retail at 75 
cents per bottle and all surplus in quantities to 
dealers at “very attractive prices.” Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s discovery of the fraud that has been 
perpetrated upon himself and upon the public 
has led a number of proprietors to Philadelphia 
to look up “lost labels,” and has created, as it 
should, a general distrust of the genuineness 
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of “scalped” goods. If it be found that much 
of this sort of deceit has been practiced, it will 
doubtless either lead proprietors to refuse all 
requests for new labels and wrappers, or else 
they will require all soiled goods to be sent 
back to them for repairs. The public should 
be put on its guard by the exposure of this 
trickery, and warned that the drug store is the 
Place to purchase medicines, and that an ap- 
parent saving of a few cents on medicine is 


very often an expensive investment.

Flaxseed and Linseed Oil. 
KANSAS City, Mo., August 22, 1885, 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

In this section of the country the flax crop 
has all been harvested, and the results are by 
no means reassuring. At least fifty per cent of 
the largest growers who make this their market 
declare that it is the last time they will attempt 
the cultivation of a crop which has for several 
years proved most uncertain. ‘The quality of 
this year’s receipts so far bas been uniformly 
better than last year, although the crop was 
much smaller, Following down the tier of 
counties bordering on the Missouri Kansas 
line nothing complimentary can be said. 
Right in this section, particularly, have the 
efforts of the ablest farmers been concentrated 
in the hope that the earth might give forth 
bounteously in the shape of a paying flax out- 
put; but till they ever so cunningly and with 
the greatest assiduity, flax has proved less 
remunerative than either corn or wheat. To 
be sure this has been an off year for the latter 
cereul, but in the Jong run, the money value of 
the latter, in proportion to acreage and labor 
expended, will outstrip flax. 

If it had not been for the failure of the winter 
wheat crop, not one-half the amount of flax 
would have been pianted. Asit was, many of 
those fields which had been put in wheat, were, 
assoon as it became manifest that the crop 
was a failure, ploughed up and put into flax. 
Altogether, however, the farmers in even 
these poor counties fared much better than if 
they had done nothing to remedy the failing 
wheat. In contradistinction to the above 
noted counties, the sections to the west and 
northwest have turned out more than usually 
well. Large consignments bave already been 
made to this point, and the seed is first class in 
every particular. Although in comparing 
acreage, the output in this longitude does not 
nearly come up to that further north, notably 
in Dakota, yet the husbandmen have been paid 
quite handsomely for their work, and but few 
complaints reach here from those sections. 

The only reason why flax will not do as well 
here as further north, is on account of the 
prevalence of an intense drying heat about the 
first week in July. This has the effect of 
blasting the bolls, so that where ten to fifteen 
seeds should be gotten, only four or five are 
obtainea. Naturally no husbandmen can 
stand and continue to successfully cultivate 
flax with such odds against them. The land is 
first class for this crop, as bas been proved 
over and over again when we have had excep- 
tionably cool seasons, when the output has 
been immense. 

About all the flax raised in Kansas and 
Western Missouri is marketed at this point. It 
is doubtful if ten per cent finds its way direct- 
ly to other points. Formerly St. Louis made 
heavy arrivals, but of late that city has seen 
fit to seek other fields where freight rates were 
more to its advantage. <A great portion of the 
output of Iowa, Nebraska and even Minnesv- 
ta is taken at present by St. Louis linseed 
crushers. St. Louis can buy and have the 
same delivered at less rates than Chicago, hence 
it has made quite heavy arrivals into the more 
northern states and left this section free to 
Kansas City. 

There have been already 65,000 tushels re- 
ceived here, equal to about 3,000 barrels. Al- 
together 250,000 bushels will be crushed at this 
point, or about 10,000 barrels. Prices paid are 
the same as those at Chicago, with freight 
taken off. At present prices are 10@i2c lower 
than at the corresponding time last year. 

Several of the largest dealers about Yankton, 
Dakota, have tried to make arrangements for 
the shipment of the output in that section to 
this point, but owing to freights being too high. 
so far these efforts have been ineffectual. 
It would be a grand thing for this industry 
here could it do so. In that section is raised a 
great deal of Russian seed which is larger and 
fuller, averaging about a pound more of oil to 
the bushel. There are now heid in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Yankton between 200,000 and 
250,000 bushels of flaxseed. That country is 
cestined to be the chief source of supply for 
the West before many years and it is thought 
that in time the bulk of the output may come 
here tor a market, 

At present there is not a very heavy supply 
of oil on hand, though it is a small per cent. in 
excess of last year. The first of August the 
amount held here exceeded that at the corres- 
ponding season last year by thirty-five per 
cent. The ,ool among the western mills at 
that time going to the ground and not being 
properly resuscitated has caused prices to fall 
all to pieces. It is almost laughable to observe 
the eagerness with which country dealers rush 
in and overstock themselves. Last week for 
instance a young man trom Southern Kansas 
rushed into the house of a jobbing druggist an 
order for two barrels of raw linseed and eight 
of boiled linseed oil. It will take a large frac- 
tion of this young man’s life to view the dis- 


appearance of the invoice, that is if the bulk 
does not waste by leakage. I asked a jobber if 
he ever took it upon himself to show up the 
absurdity of buying so in excess of immediate 
demand. He replied that he had tried it three 
or urtimes but that invariably the retailer 
seemed to be impregnated with the conviction 
that he was about to be cheated out of some- 
thing and sent back peremptory orders for the 
goods to be sent as directed. Well, this is one 
of the idiosyncrasies of the business which will 
last just as long as man is covetous and anx- 
ious to speculate. Perhaps, after all,in the 
end it is better for all parties concerned. 

At preeent iu round lots from first hands 
raw linseed is quoted at 42c and boiled at 4bc. 
In some cases—in fact in many—these prices 
are even cut into. It is predicted that if the 
low scale of prices at present in vogue continue 
very long that a number of houses in the West 
will be forced to close up. I have not talked 
with or had letters from a dealer for weeks but 
who has said there ig no money in the business. 
Give us back the good oid time honored pool. 
We need it. 

In paints, trade has been fair so far this sea- 
son—not fully up to last year. White lead has 
not sold so readily and dealers report that 
fully one-third less of this has been sold during 
the summer than last year. Patent mineral 
paints are making heavy inroads. Altogether, 
trade in paints is quite unsatisfactory. 

The Meyer Bros. Drug Company are build- 
ing an immense six story building on Fifth 
street which they expect to occupy next De- 
cember. When completed it is said that it will 
be the largest wholesale drug house west of the 
Mississippi W.P.R,

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


Acting-Secretary Fairchild has decided that 
additions to the invoice value of merchandise 
made by importers on entry, are conclusive as 
against them, as, under section 2.906 R. 8, duty 
cannot b2 assessed on an amount less than such 
entered value, 

Acting-Secretary Fairchild has notified the 
Collector ot Customs at Burlington, Vt., that 
domestic merchandise which has been trans- 
ported over any portion of a route through 
Canadian territory by Canadian vessels, is to 
be treated, on reimportation into the United 
States, as an ordinary importation, subject to 
entry and the production of the proofs required 
by article 3.3, &c., of the regulations for the 
freeentry of domestic productions exported 
and returned in the same condition. 

So-called “patent roasted maize,” which has 
been subjected to a manufacturing process by 
roasting, and is not of a medicinal character, is 
dutioble at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem 
as anon enumerated article under section 2,513 
Revised Statutes. (Letter to the Collector of 
Customs at New York.)

The old Burns and Delamater gas wells in 
Butler county, struck in 1875 and 1876, are still 
producing gas in some quantity. 

Two small 250 barrel oil tanks, located at 
Stonebam, Warren county were struck by 
lightning last Friday and consumed, The loss 
was small. 


The final hope of developing an oil belt in 
Washington county, Pa., is centered in the 
Young & Wilson wells, which will be due ina 
few days, 


The Crystal Oil Refinery, Standard No. 6, at 
Pittsburg, was destroyed by fire last week. 
The loss is said to be $50,000, covered by in- 
surance. 


The National Transit Company is laying ad- 
ditional lines in the Cogley Run district. A new 
pumping station has been established on the 
Black farm. 


Galey & Co.’s well at Rochester, Pa., isa 
duster. It is located eighty rods southwest 
from the producing weil at that point, and was 
considered an important test. 


Mayor James P. Thomas is pushing work on 
his new independent refinery at Titusville. 
The foundation for the stills and the large 
chimney have already been laid.

A San Francisco special to Bradstreet's re- 
ports the rejection of 50,000 cases of American 
petroleum at Brisbane, Australia, as not up to 
the test required by the Australian govern- 
ment. 


A Butler hackman boasts that during the 
Thorn Creek oil excitement last spring for 
ninety-two days he made an average of twenty 
doljlars a day, or vver $1,000 during the three 
months. 


The total length of the Cogley Run belt as at 
present developed is 700 rods, with an addition 
of 20) rods of undeveloped territory, about as 
certain as anything ever is in the petroleum 
business.

Mr. B. I. Taylor, of Bradford, a well-known 
oil operator, died at his home near Bradford 
last week, aged 40 years. He was intimately 
associated with the group of producers who 
developed the great Bradford basin.

The Shaffer & Sheasley on the Miller farm at 
Cogley Run has been drilled through the sand 
and isasmallaffair. It will probably makea 
five-barrel producer, The finding Of salt water 
and the interior sand ‘ndicate the end of the 
Cogley belt at that particular point at least. 


The largest gas well yet struck in the Mur- 
raysville region is now gushing or John How- 
ard’s farm, near Murraysville, When the gas 
was struck at a depth of 1,425 feet, the toola 
were forced out of the well, and when the 
escaping gas was lighted it lit the country up 
for miles.

© be found, as every available contractor is 


engaged in cleaning out o]d wells throughout 
this field. This process also makes a great de 

mand for rig-builders, as many of the old rigs 
have to be rebuilt or repaired in order that the 
old wells can be cleaned out and put in shape 
for the torpedo flend:—Bradford Star. 


Crude oil produced in the counties of Forest 
and Warren is now classed by the National 
Transit Co. as middle district oil, while that 
produced in Butler, Armstrong and Clarion 
counties is known as lower district oil. Oil 
produced in each of these districts will hereaf- 
ter be kept separate from other oils and will 
not be marketable in the form of certificates. 


The Pittsburg Petroleum Exchange has been 
enjoined by Judge Collier from selling five 
shares of stock held by Wm. Brown. Brown 
gave Thomas Hackett a judgment note which 
he held until the party on whom it was drawn 
failed, and Brown refused to make it good, and 
the Exchange threatened to sell him out. 
Brown sought relief in court. He gave a bond 
in $500. 

At Georgetown, a village in Beaver county, 
Pa.,a spring rises from the bed of the river 
throwing out bituminous oil, similar to what 
is called Seneca oil, supposed to proceed from 
a bed of mineral 7oal emboweled beneath the 
river. In a low state of the water the smell of 
oil is sensibly felt on crossing at Georgetown. 
So writes a correspondent of the Pittsburg 
Commercial Gazette. 


Mr. Frank A. Dailey left Bradford some 
weeks ago. He went West, purchased a ranche 
and stocked it with cattle. This done, he 
placed his foreman in charge and came East 
again and has settled down in New York. Mr. 
Dailey isa member of the Consolidated Stock 
and Petroleum Exchange. He has rented an 
eligible flat and will soon be joined by his ac- 
complished and amiable wife. 


As mentionedin our last, a strong effort is 
being made among prominent oil men to raise 
the necessary funds toward building a monu- 
ment tothe memory of Colonel E. L. Drake, 
the discoverer of oil in 1859, within a mile of 
Titusville. The proposition isto collect enough 
to build a lasting tribute either on the spot 
where the first well was sunk, on the flats 
below the city, or on the public square at 
Titusville. 


Of the 3ixty houses now in Fern City, the 
latest oil town, three are hotels, two are drug 
stores, two are hardware stores, two are billiard 
halls, ten are boarding-houses, three are res- 
taurants, five are grocery stores and the bal- 
ance are miscellaneous business houses and 
dwellings. The mud in the streets averages a. 
foot deep and there are no sidewalks. The 
population is about 800, and men are largely in 
the majority. It is unlike anything but a 
mining town. 

Ata depth of 1.080 feet, after passing through 
four sands, the Galey Brothers huve abandoned 
their well on the Baldwin farm at Rochester, 
the toolsand casing being drawn. Another 
“rig” has been completed on the Thomas Jack- 
son farm, southeast of the Baldwin estate, but 
it will be ailowed to stand idle for the present 
at least. The Baldwin wellis about 600 yards 
further up the river ina southeastly direction 
than the McLane well which was put down 
several weeks ago and which bas since been 
doing about six barrels.— Pittsburg Commercial 
Gazette. 


Another failure bas been recorded in the 
Federal Creek region in Morgan county, Ohio. 
The Williams’ well on the L. L. Joy farm, bas 
been finished and is practically a failure, as 
only a slight showing of crude was found. 
Shootingjdid not in the least improve the well. It 
is located about one mile southeast of the Dale 
well, which was drilled in last December, but 
was never opened. Last February parties drill- 
€d a well on the Swayne farm,one and a quarter 
miles norto of the Dale. Although it found 22 
feet of fairsand it was a failure. Now the 
owners propose to drill it 400 feet deeper. The 
Federal Creek sand rock differs from that 
found in the Macksburg district. 


The present advance, although a very pleas- 
ant happening in its way, has not yet made 
anybody or the oil country in general very 
wealthy. We are only beginning to realize 
that we may possibly have better times if the 
new fields can be kept off the situation fora 
year ormore. If those who are working so 
industriously to open and develop territory 
succeed in giving the world ten or fifteen 
thousand barrels a day of fresh production 
from some promising field, they can postpone 
the day of better prices and better times in- 
definitely. They are digging their own graves. 
The discovery of new fields will mean that the 
bodies are ready for official interment.—Brad- 
ford Era. 


George Dimick and Fred Morck, of Warren, 
Pa., are drilling a wildcat well at Whiteley Sta- 
tion, Wayne county, Kentucky, The drill has 
gone down 1,500 feet, and as yet no traces of oil 
have been found. The owners propose to drill 
to a depth of 1,800 feet. The test is located 30 
miles east of the present Wayne county devel- 
opments. Below the limestone the various 
sands, shales and red rocks alternated in pretty 
much the same order as in the older fields north. 
The sands found are white, resembling to some 
extent the Warren sands, so much, in fact, that 
a prominent Warren operator pronounced a 
sample of it Glade sand. These sands were 
from 10 to 40 feet in thickness. The record of 


this well is rather out of the usual run of weil 


records of central Kentucky, and is of unusual | 
interest on this account. In all the drilling 
heretofore done in that portion of the state, 
there has been less variety iu the matter of 
rock strata; from which Mr. Dimick infers that 
success—which means oil—if anywhere, will be 
met farther east. 
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An Olive Branch on the Produce 
Exchange. 

Quite a curiosity was exhibited on the Pro- 
duce Exchange last Friday afternoon, in the 
shape ofa green olive branch (not the one 
carried by the dove to Noah's ark) taken from 
a tree on a Mississippi plantation. It was sent 
to the firm of Wm. J. Bower & Co., by Presi- 
dent Maginnis of the Maginnis Oil and Soap 
Works, New Orleans, to show what was being 
done in olive culture inthe South. Mr. Caleb 
A. Dyer of the firm of Wm. J. Bower & Co,, 
took the olive branch with him on ’Change, 
wrapped in cotton, and for the remainder of 
the day it was an object of great interest among 
the hundreds of commercial men gathered on 
the floor. Very few had ever seen an olive 
branch or its fruit and here was a natural 
specimen from the Southern climate of the 
United States. Beiow the center of the branch 
wasacluster of three green olives about the 
size of birds’ eggs and spotted like the egg of 
a guinea fowl. Accompanying the olive branch 
wasthe following letter from New Orleans 
which explains itself:— 

Messrs. Wm. J. Bower & Co., New York: 

Gentlemen—Some time ago we read an article 
on olive oil, etc., and it seemed to be the opin- 
ion of anumber of oil men in New York and 
elsewhere that pure olive oil could not be made 
in this country. To show that this in the 
course of time can be done, we forward an 
olive tranch with fruit taken from a tree ve 
have at our summer residence in Mississippi. 
We now have about 200 trees planted and of a 
size to bear, and expect to plant several thou- 
sand more during the coming winter. Very

A New Freight Line to the Pacific 
Coast. 


Mr. F. B. Taylor who has been prominently 
connected with the oil trade of the Pacific 
Coast for some years, has established an inde- 
pendent freight line of clipper ships known us 
“F, B, Taylor’s Eureka Line for San Francisco” 
The first vessel out will be the Imperial, now 
loading at pier 28 East River. Ina conversation 
withthe writer on Saturday Mr. Taylor out- 
lined his future movemeats in this direction 
and why he found it necessary to engage 1m the 
business of transporting freight. He said in 
substance: ‘We chartered the Imperial, be- 
cause the two regular lines would not take the 
oil offered by Malcolm Lloyd, of Philadelphia, 
or myself, after having solicited them twice, 
for the reason that the Standard had engaged 
allthe room. The progress of the undertaking 
far exceeds our expectutions as the Imperial is 
filling up more rapidly than both vessels of the 
other lines put together, We have on hand 
9.00 cases of refined oil, some lubricating oul, 
varnish, paints, &c., with more to come—the 
exactamount of which I am unable to state. 
Have 1,00 tons more freight offered and en- 
gaged, and am now inthe market for another 


vessel. Several letters were received from 
ship builders to-day accompanied by 
some good offers. These are now ua- 
der consideration. I found it necessary 


to take this departure in shipping for my own 
benefit, and had no difficulty in getting others 
interested. We are asked by representatives 
of various trades in California to wire freight 
on nails, hardware, and numerous other arti- 
cles. As there appears to be no lack of such 
business, I am thinking of adopting the mutual 
benefit plan, by having all the California ship- 
pers come in on an equal footing, and have it a 
pro rata affair. The true reason for starting 
this competitive line is this: All the railroad, 
demand $120 per cwt from Chicago and $1 35 
from Cleveland on all oil shipments. I wrote 
to the Transcontinental Association, offering 
one million gallons of oil as freight if they 
would give a contract on as favorable terms as 
that held by the Continental Oil and Transpor- 
tation Co., of California, and the Standard Oil 
Co. Scofield, Shurmer & Teagle, Mr. Ravekes 
and Clark Bros., also asked for the same rate of 
freight, but all offers under the regular pub- 
lished tariff? were declined; whereas, the rate 
given to favored parties as by their private 
schedule, is 33 1-3c less per cwt from Cleveland. 
This gives them the entire control of vil ship- 
ments to the Pacific Coast. Besides this ex- 
clusive monopoly by railroad, they are ship- 
ping by every vessel that leaves Philadelphia 
or New York for San Francisco aud Portland. 
From information received, the amount of oil 
thus shipped runs up to about two miliion gal- 
lons by sailing vessel within a year, which is 
just se much freight from the; railroads, while 








the limit of shipments by sail was placed at 750,- 
000 gallons by J. C. Stubbs, the general freight 
agent of the Central Pacific Raiload. You can 
tell the public that our independent line has 
cume to stay. Another ship will be ready to 
follow the Imperial in a week with all kinds of 
treight. By the way, I understand that the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company received $90,- 
000 per month from the railroads not to com- 
pete by way of the Isthmus; three ruads dic- 
tate the policy and control the entire freight- 
ing business. It looks as if the railroad com- 
panies had also subsidized the clipper ships.” 
Theenterprise and indomitable energy dis- 
played in this instance is characteristic of Mr. 
Taylor. That he means business is evident 
from the rapid progress already made.

Merits ofthe Various Standards of 
Weights and Measures. 


[Report by Consul! Wilson of Nice.] 

Much discussion has taken place in the Unit- 
ed States and in England over the comparative 
merits of the French and English systems, and 
on this I would like to say a word before I quit 
my official station. The principal discussion 
bas been upon the measure of length, and the 
usual argument is that the old measure is 
equally as good as the new; that the meter is 
no improvement upon the yard, nor the centi- 
meter upon the inch; and therefore the incon- 
venience of a change of all our measures, tools, 
rules, &c., overbalances the benefits. 

The mistake made by the advocates of the 
metric system isin disputing the proposition. 
They put themselves in defense of the weakest 
point of the metric system. If it had no other 
advantages than those to be gained by the sub- 
stitution of meters for yards and centimeters 
for inches, the change would be useless. This 
principally because in the English system there 
is but one standard for lenuthin common use, 
One yard, one foot, one inch, indicate but one 
measure, and not two or three, as is the case 
with the weights and other measures. 

Suppose the old Flemish ell and the English 
ell were to come into common use, or the inch 
of the city of Ghent, of which 37% instead of 
36 make a yard; suppose this confusion of 
standards took place, then what response could 
be made? Yet this confusion occurs with re- 
gard to English measures of weight and capac- 
ity, aud it is this confusion in the English sys- 
tem andthe want of it in the metric system 
which makes the superiority of the latter and 
compensates for the inevitable inconveniences 
of so great a change. 

A pound of heavy merchandise, of precious 
metal, and of meaicine, though called by the 
same name, each designates a different quan- 
tity, no one of which beare any known or dis- 
coverable relation to the others, An ounce 
also is different, so is a dram, and no one can 
tell from the usual! designation which quantity 
is meant. 

Grains, scruples, drams, ounces and pounds 
pertain to medicine, and their weights to the 
druggist. 

Grains, pennyweights, ounces and pounds 
pertain to precious metals, and their weights 
to the jeweler. 

Drams, ounces, pounds and tons pertain to 
commerce and heavy merchandise, and their 
weight to the merchant and groceryman. 

Many of these terms are identical, but the 
weights they indicate are different; 16 ounces 
make a pound, but so do 12; 8 drams make an 
ounce, but so do 16; 20 grains make a scruple, 
but 24 make a pennyweight. 

This confusion of terms begets the confusion 
of ideas, until the delinquencies of the English 
system justify the assertion that in the use of 
the common standards (the pound, ounce, 
dram, or grain) nv man can know with exact- 
ness what weight or quantity is intended. No 
ordinary explanation will suffice to indicate 
what is meant. 

If one asks at a grocery for an ounce of cop- 
peras, he will doubtless receive one sixteenth 
of a pound avoirdupois; if he ask ata drug- 
gist’s for an ounce of sulphate of iron (the 
same thing) no one could doubt the propriety 
of giving him one-twelfth of a pound apothe- 
cary. If he reads, “Take one ounce sulphate of 
iron,” &c., how can he know which measure is 
meant? Andif be construcs it to mean one 
standard while he has only the weights of an- 
other, be caunot reduce them and discover 
their equivalents, because the relations of the 
various standards are not known except to the 
expert. 

So by using as illustrations articles about 
which one would be in doubt whether they 
were groceries, medicines, or precious metals, 
the uncertainties of the system becomes glar- 
ing. 

The same confusion extends to the pint, 
quart, and galicn. A quart of wine requires a 
different measure from a quart of oats. In the 
section 3570 United States Revised Statutes al- 
ready quoted, a liter, a fixed and known quan- 
tity, equals 0.908 quart dry measure, and 1.0567 
liquid or wine measure, 

By interchanging various localities in the 
United States and England, po one can know 
with exactitude the quantity or weight c. n- 
tained in the simplest description—a ton of hay 
may be 2,000 or2 240 pounds; a hundred weight 
of flour may be 100 or 112 pounds. I baveal- 
ready shown tho uncertainties of the terms 
“pound,” “ounce,” “dram,” “grain,” “pint,” 
“quart,” “gallon,” 

Let any one attempt to resolve these differ- 
ences practically and with exactness. He must

first decide which scale or standard is meant; 
then furbish up his arithmetic and get his table 
correct; then hunt for a scale and set ot weights 
and measures; and possibly he may require all 
three. By the time he has finished he will find 
himself in a state of considerable confusion 
and distraction. 

I have in this only considered the standards 
in common use inthe United States. If one 
should attempt to follow directions or com- 
pound recipes from other countries his difficul- 
ties become increased. 

All this doubt and uncertainty disappears 
with the introduction of the metric system— 
foreach there is but a single standard, the 
meter for length, the gram for weight, and the 
liter for capacity. 

The meter may not be the superior in itself 
over the foot and inch, but itis part of the 
system, and as such it should not be separated. 
As to the gram and liter there can be no doubt 
as to their certainty and convenience, and so 
of the superiority of the metric system. 

If any recommendation of mine should 
quicken its introduction into the United States 
I should feel amply repaid for my labor in this 


behalf.

American Manufactures in Italy. 
REPORT BY CONSUL BARNARD, OF LEGHORN. 

To procure a larger and more direct import- 
ation of American products to Italy he says 
that, having resided for several years in the 
United States, and having visited the principal 
manufacturing establishments and factories in 
the largest cities, he ascertained that a great 
many of the foreign articles sold in Italy are of 
American manufacture: They are not gene- 
rally considered or known as American goods, 
for the reason that they are imported into Italy 
through English, French and German commer- 
cial houses. It is consequently certain that 
the amount of articles exported from the 
United States to Italy is much larger than that 
given by official reports. If, however, useless 
expenses, which now render American goods 
in Italy dearer, could be saved, they could be 
sold in large proportion and sustain a compe- 
tition. Italy would bea large field for many 
articles of American manufacture if they were 
exported direct, now that there is a direct line 
of steamers (Florio & Rubattino Company) be- 
tween New York and Itaiian ports. 

Taking into consideration all the above- 
mentioned circumstances, it would be desirable 
that the energy and enterprise which is always 
displayed by Americans to extend and intro- 
duce their products into foreign countries 
might be applied also to Italy, and establish an 
American goods emporium in Bologna, that 
city being situated in the very center of the 
ecuntry, with a large and enterprising popula- 
tion of 461,172 in the province, with branch 
houses in other cities, a suggestion that I rec- 


ommended already in my first annual report.

Natural Gas Companies Consolidated. 


As already stated,a few days ago the Penn 
Fuel Cumpany,composed of all the independent 
natural gas companies in Allegheny Co., Pa., 
except three or four, passed into the bands of 
the millionaire, Dr. Hostetter, at a fixed price 
of $1,500,000. When this announcement was 
made the friends of Dr. Hostetter, of Hostetter 
& Smith, including his own family, protested 
againsta man of his age embarking further 
into extensive business, and especially one so 
hazardous and annoying as dealing in natural 
gas. The Doctor, who thinks he has the sand 
to do as much work as six ordinary men, as- 
sured them all he knew what he was doing,and 
that he proposed to show certain parties that 
he bad as much snap as they, and considerable 
more resources at his command than the entire 
lot who were disposed to crowd him. 

Subsequently his interests were consolidated 
with those of the Philadelphia Co., operated 
and owned principally by Mr. Westinghouse. 
The Philadelphia Company, including patents 
and the placing under ground of all pipes pur- 
chased up to this time, and above ground, is to 
go in at a capital of $3,000,000, free of all incum- 
brances The Penn Fuel Company istaken at 
the same price Mr. Hostetter paid for it, $1,500,- 
000. The notes given by Dr. Hostetter to the 
parties he purchased from are to be paid by the 
Philadelphia Company. In other words. the 
Philadelphia Company takes the place of Dr. 
Hostetter as the purchaser of Penn Fuel. Dr. 
Hostetter will take from the companies $800,000 
of the stock in the consolidation, with the pri- 
vilege of making it $1,000,000 should he so elect 
between now and January, 1886.

Cultivation of the Star Anise Tree 
and Preparation of the Qil in 


Annam,* 

The star anise, or badiane, called by the An- 
namites “bac-giai-qua” or ‘qua-hoi,” is the 
fruit of a tall tree that is cultivated in the 
mountainous regions of Annam, upon the 
lopes covered with earth. The natives affirm 
that it is nowhere met with in the mountains 
in the wild state. At the village of Naman, in 
the mandarin route, twelve kilometers trom 
Langson, it has been ascertrined by inspection 
that the seedlings and young trees are the ob- 
jects of attention by the Annamites, who sur- 
round them with bamb0os; also that the larger 
trees are planted in a regular manner. 

The “qua-hci,” the trunk of which is as 


*From the Petit Momteur dela Pharmacie, 
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straight as that of the poplar, bears branches 
resembling those of the eucalyptus. It is met 
with everywhere in the mountains around Ha- 
long, Dongdang, Vanquan and Phovi, which 
are the principal centers of culture and vro- 
duction, The oil is prepared at Langson, Ki 
lun, Dongdang and Halong, industrial centers 
of manufacture, 

During ten years the “bac-giai-qua” grows 
very slowly. At the end of that time it attains 
a height of about three metres. Up to that 
time it produces very little scarcely yielding 
more than one or two Annamite kilograms 
(1200 grams). From its tenth year its size and 
its production increase rapidly up to thirty or 
forty years, at which age the tree commences 
to fall off and die. A tree of ten to fifteen cen- 
timeters diameter yields an average of twenty 
Annamite kilograms of fruit; a full-sized tree 
with a diameter of forty to 50 centimeters gives 
two hundred kilograms. The fruit is sold while 
green to the manufacturers of the oil at the 
price of four tiens the Annamite kilogram, 

The Annamites sow the seed of the “bac-giai- 
qua” in manured soil, The young plants issue 
from the soil after about twenty Or thirty days 
and in two or three years they attain a height 
of twenty or thirty centimeters. They are then 
transplanted and pricked out at a distance of 
five or six meters from each other, but always 
upon the slopes from stones and never at the 
bottom of a ravine, 

The tree bears a small yellow and white 
flower in the first or second month of the An- 
namite year and fruit in the sixth to the ninth 
month, but it yields fruit only every two 
years. The collection of the fruit is made by 
hand. The cultivation is not subject to any 
impost. The fruit is purceased either directly 
in the villages or in the country markets at a 
half ligature the Annamite kilogram. 

The manufacture of the oil was subject toa 
tax that was collected by the “tuam-phu,” 
who was at the same time the farmer of star 
anise for the province of Langson. The tax 
varied according to the extent of the opera- 
tion; it was three ligatures tor a large distilla- 
tion of ten kilograms of fruit, and one ligature 
and a half for a distillation of three or four 
kilograms. This tax was paid for every dis- 
tillation and authority to distil had to be re- 
newed each time. The only existing apparatus 
is of the dimensions suited for one or other of 
these two quantities. 

The oil is the product of a distillation con- 
ducted as follows:—Into a first recipient, 
which is an iron pan about seventy-five 
centimetres in diameter, are placed ten kilo- 
grams of star anise and water, which quantity 
nearly fills it. A second iron pan, pierced with 
a circular opening about twenty-five to thirty 
centimetres in circumference, is placed upon 
the first, bottom upwards, so as to form a cover. 
Over the opening in this paa is placed an 
earthen vessel, having three small orifices in 
the lower part, which allow the access of the 
vapor into this vessel. These orifices are 
covered on the inside of the recipient, by 
small ear-shaped hoods that have for 
their object to throw the vapor upon the side 
of the vessel. Lastly, this earthen vessel is 
covered by an iron pan which performs the 
part of a refrigerant, and into which a continu- 
ous current of cold water is made to pass by 
means of a bamboo pipe, from a vat placed 
near the apparatus. The juints of the first two 
iron pans are Juted with a mastic, that of the 
earthen vessel with the refrigerant by means 
of rag bandages. The vapor reaching the 
earthen vessel is condensed when it strikes 
upon the bottom of the pan holding the cold 
water, and falls into a small circular trough 
running round the bottom of the vessel, from 
which it escapes through a small pipe. The 
small pipe opens out into a bamboo which con- 
ducts the products of distillation into a closed 
tinned vessel full of water, where the oil rising 
to the top, drives out a corresponding quan- 
tity of water. 

A distillation lasts two days and the yield 
from ten Annamite kilograms of star anise is 
two and a half deciliters of oil. The residue of 
the distillation is thrown away. A single man- 
ufacturer, and there are many, would distil 150 
to 180 Annamite kilograms of oil yearly. 

The oil is enclosed in tinned recipients and 
old in China at Luongshau. Before the French 
occupation of Hanoi and Bacninh, a part of the 
products went by these two places into Ton- 
quin, but since then the Chinese dealers have 
remained the masters of the markei,

Rare and Curious Oils, 

A resident of this city who has a penchant 
for collecting rare and curious commercial 
products has among his collection many speci- 
mens of oils of peculiar production which are 
in use in various countries, and which, while 
entering largely into the domestic economy 
and business importance of those countries, 
are but little known, if at all, in the United 
States. The collector exhibited end described 
some of these curious oils to a reporter a few 
days ago. 

“Here is an oil,” said he, holding up to the 
light a small vial containing a rich, bright yel- 
low liquid, “which cannot help but become a 
valuable article of general commerce as soon as 
its qualities are better known. [t is extracted 
from an insect which abounds in Central 
America, the native name of which is 
niin. Naturalists have given it the 
name of Coccus Adipofera. It feeds on 
the sap of a resinous plant of the 


spondias family, and its numbers in any 
locality are only limited to the extent 
to which this plant is found. The importance 
of the insect in the domestic trade of Centrai 
America is recognized by the extensive culti- 
vation of the particular plant upon which its 
existence depends. This cultivation is made 
easy by the fact that a cutting from any part 
of a growing plant inserted in the goil, no 
matter where, at once takes root and grows 
rapidly to maturity. The niin follows quickly 
on the development of its favorite feeding 
resources, and the plants are completely cov- 
ered in every part with the insects during the 
breeding season from the ground up. They 
hang to the plant by a long beak or proboscis, 
which they insert in the stalk and branches, 
giving the plant the appearance of being driven 
full of peculiarly shaped tacks. The niin is 
about the size of our rose bug, and nearly one- 
third of its bulk ispure oil. Thenativesgather 
the bugs in cloths, or cut the plants and carry 
them with their thousands of insects attached 
to the extracting places. The oil is extracted 
both by boiling in close vessels and by pressure. 
The result is a thick, pasty grease, resembling 
lard except in color. It requires a high tem- 
perature to melt it to a liquid. The melting 
process changes its entire character. It is at 
first homogeneous, like castor oil, but dark- 
colored. As it cools it becomes light in color 
and granular. It will not solidify under a 
temperature of 10 deg. Itthen becomes brittle, 
like suet. A peculiarity of the oil is that it is 
not soluble in alcohol. It yields readily to 
ether, hot or cold, when it forms an oily liquid, 
such as you see inthis vial. This is the ether 
solution of niin oil. It is soluble in turpentine, 
benzine and chloroform. The turpentine solu- 
tion possesses qualities which should be of rare 
value in the mixing of delicate oil colors. The 
composition of niin oil is such that it will 
saponify only after long and continuous boiling 
in the strongest soda lye. 

“ Niin oil also hasa high value as a varnish 
producer. Melted in a porcelain vessel and the 
fluid kept at a high and ever temperature for 
an hour or 80, during which time certain vola- 
tile properties disappear, a tough, flexible, 
varnish-like residue is the result. It is but 
slightly affected by a high degree of heat ora 
low degree of cold. It is not soluble in tur- 
pentine, but ignited with turpentine it yields a 
thick, yellow gum—an oleo-resin in fact— 
which closely resembles a solution of india 
rubber. It will retain a semi-fluid condition 
for days, and its adhesive properties are re- 
markable, The turpentine solution of niin oil, 
run out in vessels to the depth of the sixteenth 
of an inch, is changed into a resinous varnish 
which is almost equal to shellac, and becomes 
very hard and elastic by exposure for a day or 
twototheair. The most porous filter paper 
is rendered absolutely impervious to water 
when dipped in the turpentine solution of niin 
oil and then subjected to heat to volatilize the 
grease. Garments treated in the same manner 
are most effectually waterproofed, the coating 
defying most powerful soivents of oils. 

“This oil has not been applied to any prac- 
tical use as yet except by the natives, princi- 
pally the Indians and mestizoes of the Yucatan 
peninsula, who use large quantities of itin 
mixing the pigments they employ in house- 
hold decoration and personal adornment. The 
particular brightness and transparency of the 
colors produced by these inferior pigments in 
the hands of primitive artists are due to the use 
of this oil. It is used generally as a drying oil 
in other parts of Central America, the turpen- 
tine solution being a superior mixture for that 
purpose, Its introduction among artists 
would be of great value to them, but its com- 
mercial importance will eventually be particu- 
larly recognized in the properties which pro- 
duce the resinous waterproof varnish. 

“Here is an oil which is something of a curi- 
osity,’’ said the collector, showing the reporter 
a liquid of remarkable transparency and 
almost colorless, “It is a guacharo oil from 
Ecuador. And what do you think it was made 
from? That bottle contuins all that is left of 
two of the young of the oil bird, or Trinidad 
goat sucker—or I might better say that the 
fluid is two of the goat sucker’s young, for 
what was left of them after this oil was tried 
out of them isn’t worth speaking about. The 
goat sucker is a nocturnal bird, something like 
our whippoorwill, except that it lives in the 
deep, dark caverns that abound in Ecuador, 
Venezuela, New-Granada, Trinidad, and other 
South American regions, and that its diet con- 
sists entirely of the abundant oleaginous fruits 
of those countries. A few days after the young 
are hatched they become literally balls of fat, 
and are described as being the most curious 
looking creatures imaginable. The Indians in- 
vade the caves at the proper season, which is 
about this time of the year, and by the light of 
torches discover the nests and knock them 
down with long poles, the birds constructing 
their hatching places high above the reach of 
depredating animals. When the fat is removed 
from the young birds there is scarcely any- 
thing left but their tiny skeletons. The fat is 
boiled down at once, fires being made at the 
mouth of the caverns as soon as the raids on 
the nests are over. The oil igsrun into earthen 
jars. It requires no further purification or 
refining, as its natural state is purity itself. It 
it limpid as you see it here. It is used both for 
cooking and illuminating purposes, and has 
been pronounced superior to olive oil. It 
burnsina wick with a white flame, which 
emits nosmoke., Even with the careless meth- 


ods of the natives the oil will keep sweeta 
year. 

“This,” a bottle of thick, muddy grease, “is 
crude penguin oil. Vessels and crews are sent 
to Patagonia from England for the express 
purpose of taking a species of penguin or man- 
chot, which swarms on that far away coast, 
The capture of the unwieldly birds is easy, and 
from their exclusive fish diet they are described 
as ‘reeking with oil.’ The oil is extracted on 
the hunting grounds, and a cargo of 30,000 gal- 
lons is frequently taken back on asingle vessel, 
Penguin oil is used as a dressing for fine 
leather, 

“Here is an oil that is so susceptible to cold 
that it solidifies in a temperature that quickly 
melts ice. It is genuine grease from the croco~ 
dile of the Indus River and came from the 
Punjab, its preparation being the chief indus. 
try ofthe Sarif tribe of Indians. There is no 
other oil that contains so large a proportion of 
solidifiable fat. It is a superior leather dress- 
ing and is in great demand in the Orient. I be- 
lieve it has been inquired for in this country 
by leather dressers, but it has never been ob- 
tainable. The crocodile not only provides this 
article of commercial importance to the na- 
tives, who extract the oil, but its meat is their 
chief article of food as well. It is a fact which 
is evidently not generally known in this coun- 
try, that the extracting of oil from the aligator 
is a business of no small importance in Brazil. 
The oil is taken from the tail exclusively, the 
tail of an average sized uligator yielding from 
8to10 gallons. The oil makes a good illumi- 
nant and is highly prized as the base of lini- 
ments and ointments. If our petroleum sup- 
ply ever gives out it might be well for opera- 
tors to remember this illuminant property of 
the sligator’s tail, for there is little danger of 
the aligator supply ever becoming exhausted. 

“A year or 80 ago I wanted to get some tunny 
oil for my collection, and knowing that it was 
usedasaleather dressing extensively I sup- 
posed I would have no diflicuity in obtaining it 
at any dealer in train oils. I went to several 
of the largest houses in the city and was sur- 
prised to learn that the oil was not an article 
of commerce in this country, and one dealer 
told me that he had never heard of it. On 
further inquiry I learned that although the 
tunny fisheries of the Mediterranean annually 
extracted something like 350,000 gallons of oil 
from their catches, the trade in the Oil was con- 
fined entirely to Spain, Italy and Tunis, al- 
though it is said to be the best of all oils for 
leather dressing. Isent to Italy and obtained 
a bottle of the oil. This pale amber liquid is 
the specimen. It has a rich, spicy flavor, and 
bas more body than any other fish oil, but un- 
like cod oil it contains no iodine. The tunny 
fisheries of the Mediterranean are second only 
to the sardine fisheries. The fish itself is of an 
average weight of a pound, and isso full of vil 
that it will burn like a candle. Attempts have 
been made to adulterate it with inferior oils, 
but the adulteration is readily detected, for ali 
of the inferior oils that have been triea remain 
liquid in a temperature at which tunpy oil con- 
geals. 

“The delicate-locking oil in this vial is known 
to the trade as melon oil, but it is rare, and 80 
1s worth keeping as a curiosity. It is taken 
from the nose of the pilot whale, and has, pro- 
probably, the lowest congealing point of all 
animal or fish oils. 1t bas positively no corro- 
sive effect on metallic surfaces, and is there- 
fore used asa lubricant for the most delicate 
mechanism. 

“Here are two specimens of dugong oil—one 
from the animal by that name found in the In- 
dian Ocean and the other from the dugong of 
Australian waters. The dugong 1s known to 
sailors as the sea hog, and is found in great 
droves in shallow places, where it feeds exclu- 
sively on bottom sea grasses and weeds. The 
animal is hunted by the Malays for food, but 
its chase on the Australian coast is for its oil 
alone. When a drove of sea hogs is discovered 
the natives surround it on the seaward side, 
and by beating on the water and great shouting 
close in upon the animals, which fly in terror 
toward the land, where they are harpooned by 
the hundred. The Australian dugong is of an 
average length of 15 feet and will weigh 1,200 
pounds. About 18 gallons of oil, found ina 
cellular substance between the skin and the 
flesh, are yielded by each animal. The oil has 
no odor, is of pleasant flavor to the taste, and 
is, as you see, almost as limpidas water. It has 
alow congealing point. Although it contains 
no iodine, it is valued more highly as a medi- 
cine in Australia than cod liver oil is. Itis 
used in place of, and frequently in preference 
to, butter. Asa cooking oil it is said to be un- 
rivaled. 

“In this bottle is the only oil or fat that I 
know of that does not become rancid or putrid 
from exposure to the sun, but which, on the 
contrary, acquires not only a fine flavor buta 
most agreeable odor through such exposure. 
It is oil taken from the manatee of South 
African rivers. This animal has a layer of 
solid fat an inch thick next to its skin, and 
from that the oil ia extracted by boiling, An 
average-sized manatee will yield 15 gallons of 
oil. There are two qualities taken from the 
animal, the fat of the tail yielding a more deli- 
cate oil than the body fat. The oil is used asa 
table oil, as a lubricator, and as an illuminant, 
and in cooking. The manatee is taken also in 

bays and coast waters of the West Indies, 
Mexico, Guiana and Brazil, and the oil forms 
an important item of the domestic commerce 
of those countries,”’

TUESDAY EVENING, Aug. 25, 1885. 

For the first time in many weeks we are per- 
mitted to record an unusually active week in 
the paint market. Considerable buying has 
been done for shipment to San Francisco of the 
various grades of peints; this, apparently with 
an improved demand from the country, has 
stimulated trade to a considerable extent. Buy- 
ers w ho bave permitted their stocks to become 
very low are purchasing quite freely, prepara- 
tory to the opening of the fall trade, which 
usually does not begin to be felt before the 
middle ot September. By many the cause of 
the present activity is attributed to the im- 
provement in thestock market, which has given 
more confidence to trade throughout the coun- 
try. Paris green bas been quite active and the 
same may be said of orange miaeral. Gluesare 
also in better demand, though no change in 
prices was made at the recent meeting of man- 
ufacturers. Collections are better, and a firmer 
feeling is felt throughout the other articles on 
the list. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


The pig lead marketinthe East is a shade 
easier, prices not being so firm as they are in 
the West where several hundred tons was pur- 
chased by corroders at prices about on a par 
with this market. The releasing of 2000tons by 
the Richmond Co. who are now contracting for 
freight to bring it around to this port, but as it 
will come by sail and probably not arrive here 
before November or December. it is not appar- 
ent why it should cause a weaker tone to the 
market and yet outside holders who have sur- 
plus stocks on band have been more disposed 
to release them when the opportunity presents 
itself. @he main cause of the recent firmness 
of the market is attributed to the free pur- 
chases of the lead pipe and sheet men who are 
laying in their stocks preparatory to Sept, and 
October, which are active montbs in their line, 
hence they are not disposed to be caught with 
light stocks and be squeezed by the specula- 
tors. Corroders all report ample stock 
on band for the next thirty days, this 
they usually doand at the same time are free 
buyers of any stray lots that may be offered a 
shade under current rates. The sales comprise 
350 tons at prices ranging from 4 25@4 30c, as to 
quantity and date of delivery. It is reported 
that offers of 4 20c have been solicited by spec- 
ulators for delivery in September or October 
their option, but we failed to get this confirmed 
anc give it only as a rumor, Messrs. John Wohl 
& Co. of St. Louis, under date of Aug. 22d say: 
“Lead market continues firm and prices keep 
a ruling in the ascendant, a few hundred tons 
were sold at last named figures, when suddenly 
a stronger feeling manifested itself and during 
the past week some €00 tons corroding were 
placed at 4 20c to city corroders, and also some 
300 tons chemica) at 4 1244@4 15¢ for both home 
and eastern consumption. The main demand 
seems to be for corroding and holders of the 
latter are offerirg but sparingly and the gen- 
eral impression seems tw prevail that the 
healtby aud strong fecling which has charac- 
terized our market, is likely to continue, and 
the majority even predict a still higher level.” 

For lead in oil there bas only been a light 
demand. This is not unusual at this season ot 
the year. During the past few days, however, 
more inguiry has been made by dealers and 
consumers for lots to be delivered in Septem- 
ber and October, thus indicating that a good 
fall trade is expected to occur during these 
months. There bas been no further steps taken 
as regards holding a meeting to advance prices 
by corroders, since our last, neither is one ex- 
pected at present, unless some new develop- 
ment in the pig lead market shovld occur. 
Schedule prices are strictly adhered to by 
corroders, at which a fair jobbing trade is re- 
ported. Dry lead continues scarce with only 
limited quantities being offered. 

Zincs are meeting wth more inquiry but 
manufacturers are not offering very freely at 
the moment. We quote common 3x, good 
8%c and prime 4c. Frenchin light request at 
554c for Antwerp red seal, 6c for 
Paris red seal, and 744c for Paris green seal, 
with a discount of 1 per cent for cash for lots 
of 10 bbis,2 per cent for lots of 26 bbis, and 4 
per cent for lots of 50 bbie. Buyers are not 
obliged to take all of one brand in order to 
obtain the above discounts. The discount is 
included in brokerage Paris red seal in poppy 
oil is now offered at 8c for in drums, 8i¢c in cases 
and green sea! 9¢c for in drums and 10c in cases 
In ton lots one-quarter of a cent per lb less— 
less than one ton net.

quantity. Cookson’s is meeting with the usual ’ 


demand and isheld steady at 140@1 50c, as to 
quantity. Domestic makes have been quite 
active during the week and several small lots 
are reported at 125@1 30c, as to quantity and 
date of deli-ery. 

Cobalt oxide is meeting with the usual job- 
bing demand and while the quotations range 
from $2 25@245 for a round lot, our inside 
price can be shaded: Domestic is scarce for 
prompt delivery, but for forward delivery it is 
still procurable at $220@225, less the usual 
discount. 

Carmine has been in moderate request dur- 
ing the week and is procurable at $3 15@3 25 as 
to quantity and style of package. 

There has been a good jobbing trade in 
progress during the week for the various 
makes of quicksilver vermilion. Makers, how- 
ever, are well sold up for the present. The sales 
comprise 6000 Ibs at 62@53c as to style of pack- 
ing.

English china clay has not evinced any im- 
provement in demand neither have values 
changed any since our last report. The sales 
comprise 170 casks of prime medium grades at 
$23@24 50 per ton and 40 cks of extra superfine 
quality or fancy grades at $16@I17 50 per ton as 
to quantity. Southern clay continues very 
quiet and moves slowly at $11@11 50 per ton ex 
dock at which we note sales of 40 cks within 
the range.

WINDOW GLASS

There is no change 
in the position of American window glass, 
except that prices are gradually becoming 
firmer, with stocks of desirable sizes very 
scarce with some of the manufacturers, conse-

Vegetable Olis. 

The linseed oil market is in precisely the 
same position as this time last week. City 
crushers report a moderate jobbing business at 
47@48c. The feeling is steady but that is al) 
that can be said. No important business has 
been done in western oil on spot. Everybody 
seems to be waiting for developments; large 
deals are not a feature of the market. Offer- 
ings are still made at 4344c without business. 
The jobbing price remains at 46@47c. Our cor- 
respondent in another column, writing 
from Kansas City, says there is a 
prediction in circulation that if the 
low scale of prices continue very long, a num- 
ber of houses in the west wil! be; forced to sus- 
pend operations. 

Crude cottonseed oil has attracted more at- 
tention within the past few days. There wasa 
general cleaning up of odd lots to supply orders 
of 200 bbis., and it required considerable skir- 
mishing to get the oil as it had been well dis 
tributed. It was found impossible to get a 
round lot from one holder, as it is not custom- 
ary to keep much oil on hand. The quality 
was prime for the season and it being a private 
transaction, considerable speculation was in- 
dulged in as tothe price. The seller would 
only admit that it was under 
60e aud the trade are left to draw 
their own conclusions. This transaction indi- 
cates a lower market. Off grades are quoted at 
27c, and the only holder of a small lot of prime 
is still demanding 34c for jobbing quantities. 
A sale of 50 bbis of tank bottoms is reported at 
8c on spot; there are no additional offerings 
Several dealers have confidence in higher values 
soon and base their opinion on alleged short 
supplies of crude in the South, which they clain 
wi'l not last until new crop oil is placed on thi: 
market. Weare wired from New Orleans to- 
day that 30 0 bbisof Vicksburg crude changed 
hands at 30c delivered in Chicago. The New 
Orleans and Memphis markets are unchanged 
and featureless. 


Refined cottonseed oil is in a slightly better 
position owing to very limited stocks on this 
market and to a report which gained currency 
to the effect that supplies of prime oilat New 
Orleans had nearly been exhausted by an ex 
traordinary export movement. Prices stiffened 
here and some holders were talking 38@38}<c, 
while others who were not sv easily influenced 
by rumors continued to offer stock at 37c from 
store at which price the market is now quoted 
steady. Various amounts were given as th 
size of the export movement and from one 
source in communication with New Orleans we 
were informed that two lots aggregating 500) 
bbis of refined oil were taken for export severa! 
days ago at 33@33}gc. The transactions may 
have oceurred but they are not mentioned by 
our special correspondent who wired us to-day 
concerning a sale of 3.000 bbis crude, and which 
is referred to in the crude oil market above 
The belief is that the movement in refined did 
actually occur. The light supply of oil on this 
market, at all events, is apparently sufficient 
cause for a temporary appreciation ot 
values. The outlet is in small amounts, it is 
true, but the aggregate business foots up con- 
siderably more than the receipts, thus showing 
that the surplus stock has been largely drawn 
upon. The arrival of oil since last writing only 
amounts to 230 bbis, while we have sales on 
spot of 250 bbls of prime summer yellow in lots 
at 37c, on dock, in store and delivered, 10 bbis 
at 37}¢c, 10 bbis white summer on private terms 
but known to be under, 40c, and a few smaller 
Jobbing lots. The demand has not improved 
but the inquiry is reported better for limited 
quantities. Dealers are not hazarding opinions 
on vaiues for new crop oil. If the prices given 
in the reported export movement are correct, 
they are not very encouraging for the realiza- 
tion of better figures. The Southern markets 
are unchanged,

Ceylon cocvanut oil has not undergone any 
thange since our last. The market is still 
juoted at 64@é6c, and we have sales of 25 
ons within the range, but it is intimated that 
i4c could be shaded. Most holders are asking 
ie for 5 ton lots. Cochin oil is quoted dull at 
144@7%c on spot, with nothing doing to arrive 
Cuban oil receives no inquiry except for occa- 
sional Jobbing lots. 

Palm oil continues in a depressed condition. 
No outlet has yet been found for the large 
stocks held in Boston, estimated at 1200 tors, 
ind as other supplies are on the way the condi- 
tion of sffairs is anything but encouraging. 
Last spring 5c was refused for the Boston 
stock and it is now said that if offered at 4c it 
vould hardly cause a movement. Fine grades 
of palm oil on this market are held at 7c at 
which figure we have sales of 20 tons. Ker- 
nel oil is offered at 644c but this igure would be 
shaded for important quantities. The Liver- 
pool circular of Robert Crooks under date of 
August l5says: ‘‘The heavy arrivals per Nubia 
ind Calabar have with the exception of about 
250 casks Benin been placed on the market, and 
importers being anxious sellers the values have 
again declined 5@10s per ton for all descrip- 
tions except Lagos which comparatively is 
very dear. Export trade is extremely quiet. 
Home buyers have been operating to some ex- 
tent but in the face of free supplies at hand or 
near at hand are mostly writing for lower 
prices. 

Olive oil has undergone a change for the bet- 
ter. A few days ago some business was done 
at 72i4¢c to go into consumption, which is the 
lowest price for prime Spanish oil recorded for 
some months. Since then advices received 
from Malaga and other producing countries 
qave noted an important change in the situa- 
tion abroad owing to scarcity of supplies and 
importers found themselves unable to procure 
stocks at the ruling market price here. This 
had the effect of stiffening prices and influ- 
encing a concentration of all available stocks 
onspot and to arrive. We have sales 
of about 12,000 gallons within the 
range of 724@i6c. The latter figure was 
bid today and declined by second hands. The 
market is now quoted at an advance to ‘8c for 
large lotsa which figure might be shaded, and 
80c ina jobbing way.

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last week with 1220 barrels Of whale oil and 670 
barrels of sperm. She sent home on the voyage 
1100 barrels of whale oil and 810 of sperm and 
22,500 pounds of bone. 

The whale oil market is without a single im- 
portant transaction and prices remain nomi- 
nally the same. The stock of crude has been 
increased by the arrival of 2,420 bbls, to 11,075 
bbls. The whaling fleet advices from the Arctic 
received by the schooner James A. Garfield are 
not of an encouraging nature. Two vessels 
had been lost in the ice, the bark Napoleon of 
New Bedford being crushed in the ice with the 
loss of several of her officers and crew. The 
Gazelle of San Francisco was aso crushed in 
the ice about the same time; officers and crew 
rescued. The steam whaler Balena owned by 
the 8S. F. Pacific Whaling Fleet was stove in by 
the ice early in thesummer but was sufficiently 
repaired to enable her to finish the season. 
From all reports from the fleet the inference is 
that the season has been an unprofitable one. 

Cod oil is appreciating in value. The pro- 
longed stagnation in the market was relieved 
during the week by more inquiry and some 
business, We have sales of 25 barrels, said to 
be shore oil, at 3836c, and 1,(00 gallons of New 
Foundland on private terms. Views of holders 
have been strengthened by the renewed inter- 
est in the article. 

Crude menhaden oil values are weaker. The 
stock of good merchantable oil is excessive 
and more effort has been iaade to place sup- 
plies. Developments during the week favored 
buyers. There is apparently great anxiety to 
unload in some quarters as business was solic- 
ited from exporters on very easy terms, but 
without result. Offerings of good merchant- 
able are made at 24c, with sale of 100 bbis at 
2344c. Good Southern oil for the season is 
quoted at 23c and several small lots 
changed hands on this basis. Other sales of 
various grades including good merchantable 
were made at 25c for the latter. The whole 
business aggregates 600 bbis on this market. It 
is reported that an important transaction oc- 
curred at one of the factories on Eastern ac- 
count, and that the movement comprised 
about 1000 bbls medium grade; no price was 
named. Prime light Northern oil continues 
scarce and is nominally quoted at 26c. Wants 
of the home trade are rather small, owing to 
the dullneags in the market for refined grades.

The demand for 28 gravity is limited 
and 8c is realized for business in a large way.

Neutra) filtered oils are still inclined to be 
slow in moving. A prime quality of oil com- 
mands full figures and is more sought after 
comparatively than the inferior grades.

Cylinder stocks are not attracting unusual 
attention from the fact perhaps that steady 
prices are demanded and received, Competi- 
tion is very tame and business is moving along 
quietly. Light filtered is ruling more firmly 
than for some time since. For prime goods of 
600 test 18¢ is an exceptional figure; we hear of 
no offerings at that but a bid would undoubted- 
ly influence a sale.

That dollar oil is warranted by the situation 
no one who has studied the oil fields and noted 
their fast declining production will doubt. 

It would not be at all strange if the market 
sold up to $1 10 during the week. Stranger and 
more unlikely things have happened. 

This bear talk about a new and extensive 
field near Pittsburg is all nonsense. The Gor 
don well, which has ruffled the plumage of 
weak-hearted bulls, is located three-quarters 
ofa mile distant from the old Gantz well at 
Washington. Pa. 

It has been drilled into a sand 250 feet further 
in the bowels of the earth than that encoun- 
tered in the Gantz. 

There was a better showing of oil and gas 
found at the increased depth, and the well, 
when the driller’s steel wand tapped the oil 
sand, made a spasmodic flow of about ten bar- 
rels. After that it made three two-barrel flows. 

Enterprising liars in Pittsburg, Oil City and 
Bradford; burdened the wires with dispatches 
stating thatthe Gordon was gushing amber col- 
ored grease at a 25 barre! an hourclip. These 
statements for a time created a little mischief 
on the Exchanges, but values quickly recov- 
ered from the raid. 

It is possible and Is even probable, that a 
small fleld will be develuped near Washington. 
Oil rock certainly underlies that territory, and 
where oil exists there the oil man is sure to be. 

What if a new field is opened? What 
harm can it do? Is the story of Thorn 
Creek then so soon forgotten. In _ less 
than a year Thorn Creek’s greasy Jumbos 
gushed out over one milliou barrels of 
oil. This enormous output added to the already 
enormous stocks in tanks did not preventa 
large and phenomenal reduction in the visible 

supply within the same time. 

During July the net stocks of thetwo great 
lines were cut dOwn 220,579 barrels and last 
week the shipments exceeded the output from 
the wells 18,000 barrels and it is expected that 
August’s close will see the stocks reduced fully 
300,000 barrels more. 

Not even two Thorn Creeks could improve 
the situation for the bears. If there existsa 
fleld at Washington it will from all indications 
prove small, It will not be a fly bite as com. 
pared with Pennsy)vania’s dead and gone fields. 

Everywhere else in the wilds of the 
Pennsylvania forests the persuasive drill 
has failed to tap the magical oil rock. The 
news that came drifting in from the wildcats 
Was as balm to the hearts of the bulls. With 
the exception ot the Gordon all the tests were 
dry. 

Their failure, while it dampened the ardor 
and squeezed the pocket-book of the prospec- 
tor, set the seal of disapproval upon miles of 
virgin territory. 

Thus far this month the pipe line runs have 
averaged 63,683 bbis against 57,229 bbisin July, 
59,907 bbla in June, 66,492 bbis in August, 1884, 
and 68,863 bbis in August, 1883, 

The shipments have averaged 67,203 bblsevery 
twenty-four hours as compared with a dail: 
average of 68,712 bbls in July, 67,801 bbis in 
June, 67,794 bbis in August, 1884, and 67,292 bbis 
in August, 1883. Last year during’ August 
stocks were heavily drawn upon. Sizce then 
stocks have been reduced nearly 3,000,000 
barrels, 

Charters have averaged 47.371 bbls a day 
against 49,420 bbls in July, 52,352 bbls in June, 
48,382 bbls ih August, 1884, and 49,602 bbls in 
August, 1883, 

Reports received today from the Gantz well 
indicate that it was an overrated affair. It will 
make a small producer at least. No news was 
received from any of the other numerous wild- 
cats dr illing. 

Much to the disgust of the bears, dollar oil 
acts asif it had come to stay. The men who 
bought oil at the opening on Wednesday paid 
one dollar a barrel for the stuff. which was one 
and one half cents cheaper than buyers anted 
up later on in the day. Three of Butiler’s wild- 
cats came in as dusters. Patterson wore claws, 
having recently given his horns away. Sales 
were made at the windup at $1014 at New 
York and Bradford and $1 015g at Oil City and 
Pittsburg.

The Oil Fields of the United States. 


LFrom “Mineral Resources of the United 
States, 1883 and 1834,” now in press. By Albert 
Williams, jr., Chief of Division of Mining Sta- 
listics and Technology, U. 8. Geological Sur- 
vey.] 

Pennsylwania and New York.— A recent pub- 
lication of the second geological survey of 
Pennsylvania is a map of the oil regions of 
western Pennsylvania and southwestern New 
York, on which are outlined with great dis- 
tinctness all the areas producing petroleum 
discovered prior to July, 1884. From this map 
@ very clear idea can be obtained of the extent 
of the oii regions in these States. 

Commencing at the north in Allegany 
county, in New York, we have the main field, 
the Richburg or Allegany field, of very irregu- | 
lar shape, but having an average length of 20 
miles. Outlying this district in the same coun- 
ty are 3smaller fields, of which one, about a 
mile from the town of Niles and bearing its 
name, is the farthest north of any develop- 
ment. The Wirt field, midway between Niles 
and the main field, is larger, but produces more 
gasthan oil. The Bradford oil district, the 
next in order, is generally considered in the 
Pennsylvania district. The main field, how- 
ever, extends at least 5 miles into the State of 
New York, and an outlying basin of oil rocks, 
which properly belongs to the Bradford basin, 
is contained for the greater part in Carrollton 
township, in Cattaraugus county, New York. 


In Warren and Forest counties, in which are 
contained the middle oil field, there is no large 
continuous deposit. The most important are 
the Clarendon, the Cooper and Sheffield,and the 
Balltown districts. Of these the former is 
the largest and perhaps the most important. It 
covers a large part of Mead township, Warren 
county, and is ellipptical in shape. The wells 
are of fair size and are usually long lived. The 
Cooper and Sheffield district lies partly in 
Warren county and partly in Forest, is smaller 
than the Clarendon district, and is “spotted” 
territory; that is, the oil-producing rock seems 
to underlie the districts in spots. The Balltown 
field is perhaps 10 miles long by 1 wide, and lies 
along Tionesta creek, in Forest county, in the 
vicinity of Balltown. Quite large wells have 
been found here. About midway between the 
Balltown field and the Clarendon field lies the 
once famous Cherry Grove district, which until 
the development of the Thorn Creek field, 
Butler county, in the early part of 1884, had the 
distinction of having had within its limits the 
largest wells known to the trade. The district 
is of very little importance at present. 

The lower field begins with a few deposits in 
the southwestern corner of Warren and the 
western end of Forest counties, and is consid- 
ered to terminate in Butler county, the de- 
posits being chiefly contained in Venango, 
Clarion, and Butler counties. Many, in fact 
the largest proportion, of the deposits in this 
field are of but trifling importance at present, 
Most of them bear names which twenty-five 
years ago were famous the country over. 
Among these may be named the small dis- 
tricts of Enterprise, Fagundus, Pithole, Cash- 
up, Walnut Bend, and others. From these, 
however, the glory has departed and many of 
them produce no oil whatever at present. The 
largest district in Venango county is the Oil 
Creek field, which follows generally the line of 
direction of the stream from which it takes its 
name, atthe north diverging into the north- 
eastern corner of the county. At various 
points all over the county are smaller deposits, 
many of which, as has been said, produce no 
oilat present. Of the remainder a few pro- 
ducesmall quantities of green and black oil; 
quite a number produce “heavy” or lubricat 
ing oil. Tne production of this county is ia- 
significant as compared with those previously 
mentioned. 

Passing south the long and measurably con- 
tinuous belt of Clarion and Butler counties is 
reached. This isa district of laterdate than the 
Venango county field, having been developed 
in 1869 and 1870, during the decline of the Oil 
Creek deposits. This field is crossed near its 
southern extremity by the Butler “cross belt,” 
in which good wells have been drilled, drawing 
their oil from the fourth sand. This cross belt 
extends east in armstrong county, and several 
small pools are also found in that county. 

About 10 miles east of the southern extremity 
of the Clarion-Butler field lies the Bald Ridge 
pool on Thorn Creek, now better known as the 
Thorn Creek field. Here most important wells 
have been developed. 

There are a few other isolated deposits in the 
western and southwestern parts of the State 
not generally considered in connection with 
the flelds just described. Of these the most 
considerable is the field on the Ohio river in 
Beaver county, which has about the dimen- 
sions of the Clarendon field in Warren county, 
but by no means the importance as to produc- 
tion. The Slippery Rock field along Slippery 
Rock creek in Lawrence county, the Pleasant 
Unity fleldin Westmoreland county, and the 
small deposits in Greene {county should also be 
mentioned, They possess, however, but little 
commercial importance. 

Ohio.—Of the several localities in which 
petroleum has been found in this State, the 
only one of any considerable commercia! im- 
portance is the Macksburg field, about 25 miles 
north of Zanesville. Operations have been in 
progress here for two or three years, but at-~ 
tracted but little attention until the spring ef 
1884, when several very fair wells were bored, 
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and the production of the district rose, one 
well making over 100 barrelsa day. For a time 
the field attracted a great deal of attention, 
even influencing prices on the Pennsylvania 
oil exchanges, but the excitement soon sub- 
sided. There are at present quite a number of 
producing wells in the district, but no import. 
ant developments have recertly been made. 

At Mecca, Ohio, oil is obtained by tunneling. 
A recent find of oil is reported at Findlay, Han- 
cock county. 

Kentucky.—In several localities in this State 
petroleum has been found, Perhaps the best 
known district is situated on a tract of 20,000 
acres of land, known as the Marshall tract, just 
on the ‘lennessee line. Here two shallow wells 
have for some years been producing about3 
barrels each per day. Recent reports state that 
\two large companies have been formed, mainly 
of Pennsylvania oil men, to develop this dis- 
trict. 

Along the banks of the Big Sandy River, in 
Martin county, several oil springs exist, and 
the indications hereare favorable for the pro- 
duction of lubricating oil. Steps have been 
taken to develop this district also. 

Another fleid was recently discovered in 
Montgomery county by the sinking of a shal- 
low well by a Virginis capitalist. A report on 
the oil found here was made by Dr. H. Froehl- 
ing, of Richmond, to The Virginias,from which 
itappears the oil is a petroleum of 21 deg. 
specific gravity, and wiil doubtless make a fine 
grade of lubricating oil. 

West Virginia —The oil district in West 
Virginia, in the vicinity of Volcano, still keeps 
up a small production. The wells here are 
very deep and yield lubricating oil. 

Colorado.—Petrcieum has been found in 

many localities in this state, the chief deposits 
being located in Fremont county. Here, at as 
early a date as 1865, small wells were sunk on 
Oil creek, a few miles northeast of Canon City, 
the oil from which was transported by wagon 
to Denver and used for illuminating purposes. 
The industry, however, soon died out, and no 
further steps toward the development of the 
State’s oil resources were taken until 1882. In 
this year the Hand Investment Coal and Oil 
Mining Company was formed, and purchased 
about 14,000 acres in the vicinity of Canon City. 

This company has bored two wells, one of 
which was the first bored in the district. Both 
are down about 1,250 feet, and produce to- 
gether about 3 barrels per day, the petroleum 
being an excellent quality of lubricating oil. 

About 1! miles southwest of Canon City the 
Arkansas Valley Oil Company has commenced 
operations. This company drilled a wellin 
1283, which is now producing about 1 barrel per 
day. The successful striking of oil in this well 
induced the company to take steps toward a 
more extensive development of its property, 
and a contract for drilling ten wells was let,the 
first of which struck oil in November, 1§84. 
This well is the best yet drilled, producing 
steadily 5 barrels per day. These wells are 
near the eastern edge of the oil basin. The oil 
produced here is lubricating oil of 30 degrees 
gravity. 

These two companies are the only ones at 
present engaged in producing petroleum. 
About 5 miles northeast of Canon City is the 
“dry” hole of the Canon City Oil Company. 
This well is a “dry” wellin oil parlance alone, 
the trouble «hich interfered with its success as 
an oil producer being a superabundance of 
water. This could not be satisfactorily cased 
off, and the well was abandoned at a depth of 
1,800 feet. Another unsuccessful well is that 

drilled by Mr. Lyman Robinson, about 7 miles 
from Canon City, which was abandoned at a 
depth of 1,700 feet, no oil in paying quantities 
hsving been reached, 

In various other parts of the Stute oil in 
greater or less quantities has been found, Oil 
springs and other indications seem to point out 
the existence of petroleum in paying quanti- 
ties, in the vieinity of Walsenburg,in Huerfano 
county, and a local company has been formed 
to operate there. There are also indications of 
oil along Grand River, and a promising field 
seems to exist in that portion of the State. Oil 
springs also exist near Mocrison,on a tribu- 
tary of Bear river, and in numerous other lo- 
calities. 

Wyoming.—For many years petroleum has 
been known to exist in Wyoming. The oil 
} area has not yet been determined, either by 
prospecting or geological investigation. 
Enough has been discovered, however, to es- 
tablish the existence of several important dis- 
tricts. Of these five have been located and 
their boundaries in part defined, namely, the 
Shoshone, Beaver, Rattlesnake, Seminole and 
Powder River basins. Unlike the better known 
oil fields of Pennsylyania and other Eastern 
States, no deep borings are necessary in order 
to find the oil. It is invariably near the sur- 
face, and in many cases appears in the form of 
“oil springs,’ spontaneously escaping to the 
surface. Over much of the oil territory of 
Wyoming the oil which has escaped has hard- 
ened and formeé a crust, through which, 1m- 
mediately upon penetration, the petroleum 
oozes. These circumstances render it much 
easier to get at the oil than in the Eastern 
States and elsewhere, where deep boring is re- 
quired. 

The Shoshone basin is situated 78 miles north 
of Point of Rocks station, on the “ion Pacific 
Railroad, and has an area of about. «res, 
Over all this area oil spontaneously escapes m 
places. Much of this district is covered by a 
crust of hardened oilfrom Igto3 feet thick, 























































which is overlaid by several feet of alluvium. 
The crust being penetrated, oil at once rises to 
the surface. It is intensely black in color and 
has been successfully used asa lubricant. Dr. 
George B. Graff, of Omaha, as eurly as 1876 be- 
gantomake efforts tending to the develop- 
ment of this fleld, and at length formed a com- 
pany which bevau to drill a well last winter. 
Oil, of course, collected in the hole as soon as 
it was a few feet in depth; but drilling was con- 
tinued, anc on February 13, 1885, the promoters 
of the venture were rewarded by the striking, 
at the depth of 109 feet, of a large deposit of 
oil, the well producing at last accounts 8t 
barrels a day, the yield being on the increase, 
The oil is yellowish brown, and its specific 
gravity is about 20 deg. It will be chiefly valu- 
able as a lubricant, but will yield 40 per cent. of 
illuminating oil. 

The Beaver oil basin is situated 35 miles di- 
rectly east of the Shoshone, and in many re- 
spects differs from it. Much gas constantly es- 
capes in the vicinity of the oil deposits. No 
information is at hand with respect to any de- 
velopments of this region, if any have been 
made, 

The Rattlesnake basin is 35 miles east of the 
Beaver basin. The oil here is chiefly found 
among the canons of several creeks which have 
cut through the hills. The line along which 
the oil “shows” is about 4 miles long. The oil 
resembles that of the other two deposits. In 
this basin the Central Assoviation of Wyoming 
is now boring a wellandthe Rawlins Petrole- 
um Association, which owns a large tract 
of land in the district, will also soon begin 
operations. 

The Seminole basin lies between 25 and 30 
miles east of the Rattlesnake basin. The surface 
indications do not extend over so wide an area 
asinthe other basins, but it seems probable 
that there is here a very large deposit of oil. 
The Seminole oil resembles more nearly kero- 
sene. 

At the head of Powder River important oil 
springs are found. In this district oil is often 
secured by sinking pits,into which the oil 
oozes and is collected. The Central Associa- 
tion of Wyoming contemplates developing this 
district also, and is about to put down a well. 
The Denver Oil Company, of Culorado, bas 
purchased territory in this district and has a 
well under way. 

Oil has been found in many other parts or 
Wyoming, nctably at Jenny’s Stockade,on the 
eastern side of the Territory, in Uintah coun- 
ty, and on the line belween Wyoming and Da- 
kota. Developments are now being energeti- 
cally pushed, andthe fluid seems destined to 
become one of the Territory’s most important 
commercial products. 


in California not long after the boring of the 
first well in Pennsylvania in 1859. The excite- 
ment attending the discovery of the fluid in 
the East spread over the country, and induced 
many in various portions of the United States 
toexplore for indications, which were soon 
found iu abundance in California. As early as 
1865 there were seventy oil corporations organ- 
ized in this State, with a nominal capital of 
$45,000,00,and forty or fifty wells were started, 
chiefly in Humboldt county. These were 
trivial affairs, the deepest having a depth of 
only 400 feet. They were all" pumpers,”’ not one 
being a flowing well. The product for the year 
was about 1,20) barrels. The industry soon de- 
clined, and while operations were continued 
until 1867, during which year one well was 
bored to a depth of 1,300 feet, practically died 
out after that date, and was not renewed until 
1875. In this year prospectors come from 
Pennsylvania and sank two small welis, which 
were successful, producing from 15 to 20 bar- 
rels daily. Asa result of this venture the Pa- 
cific Coast Oil Company, at present the leading 
oil company on the coast, was organized in 
1879. Since that time they have bored 24 wells 
in Los Angeles and Ventura counties, of which 
20 are now producing. The wells in the San 
Fernando district, in Los Angeles county, fur- 
nish the larger part of the oil produced by this 
company. One of these weils has been pro- 
ducing for seven years, and is now yielding 
from 24to3) barrels daily. Its largest yield 
was 80 barrels in one day,this being obtained 
during a voluntary flow. The largest daily 
yield of any of these wells at present is 110 bar- 
rels. They produce a total of 625 barrels daily. 
The oil is said to be the best found on the coast, 
a large part of it being manufactured into 
high-grade 1lluminatiog oils. 

The wells uf the company in Ventura county 
are all shallow, some petroleum being pro- 
duced by tunneling. The oil is dark and heavy, 
and is principally used for fuel. The total 
production of all the wells of the company is 
700 barrels daily, an average of 35 barrels to 
each well. 

The Pacific Coast Oil Company is also pro- 
ducing about 12 barrels daily from a deposit ol 
petroleum in the Santa Cruz mountains, Santa 
Clara county, about 18 miles back of Sap Jose. 
The company is making preparations to de- 
velop other deposits, and will doubtless soon 
largely increase the production. 

The only other company at present actively 
engaged in producing petroleum in California, 
according to the San Francisco Bulletin, from 
which much of this information is derived, is 
the Trinitar Oil Company, which is producing 
from 10 to 12 barrels daily from a deposit near 
Pescadero, in San Mateo county. The grade of 
this oil is good. 


California.—Petroleum was first discovered ; 
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ies of this State. Besices those mentioned, 
there are Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo and 
Kern counties. According toa survey of the 
oil field of these counties made in 1877, the belt 
covered by the deposits is 60 miles long and av- 
erages 8 milesin width. It has been estimated 
that this belt does not contain over one-half of 
the oil deposits of California.

California has, however, depended larxely in 
tho past upon importations of petroleum for 
hersupply. Before the building of the rail- 
ways across the continent all the petr.leum 
imported came in ships by way of Cape Horrj, 
Of late much of the oi] imported comes by rail 
in tank. cars and barrels, but the ocean route 
has not been abandoned, nearly every vessel 
from New York bringing a consignment.

A case contains two 10-galion cans of oil. 
The totalimports for the period covered by 
the figures has thus been 894,046 barrels of 42 
gallons each. 

Transportation facilities for the moving of 
oilin the State are yetin their infancy. The 
Pacific Coast Oil Company has, however, con- 
structed two systems of pipe lines, one carry- 
ing the oil fromthe Los Angeles county wells 
to the Southern Pacific railroad, on which the 
transportation is completed by tank cars, and 
the other carrying the oil to San Buenavent- 
ura, one of the landings of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, from which point it will 
be transported to San Francisco in tanks on 
board of vessels. 

The uses of petroleum in California, as in the 
East, are various. The Pacitic Coast Oil Com. 
pany has built extensive refineries at Alameda 
point, at which most of its product is manu- 
factured. It is estimated that the company at 
present supplies one-third of all the refined 
petroleum used in California. Much of the oil 
consumed in the State is, of course, illuminat- 
ing and lubricating oil, native oil being used 
by many railroads for the latter purpose. Gas 
‘ making also utilizes considerable oil. The 

Central Gaslight Company of San Francisco, 
! uses 60 barrels of crude oil daily, and the Oak- 

land Gaslight and Heat Company, as well as 

many other interior gas cempanics, use petro- 
leum inalimited way in the manufactureof 
gas, in coanection with coal, 

Petroleum is also used to some extent as fuel 
in this State. Besides a limited use of it in oil 
stoves, at least 100 barrels are used daily in the 
soutbern counties in the generation of steam, 
It is used in this way torun flour mills, quartz 
millsand various other manufactories. The 
reduction works at Daggett, on the Southern 
Pacific railroad, have been run in this way. It 
is also stated that the California Sugar Refinery 
which uses 70 tons of coal daily, contemplates 
experimenting with petroleum as fuel. 

’ Other States —In Missouri, Texas, Tennessee 

’ and other States petroleum exists, but devel- 
opments, if any, have attracted little attention 
and are of little commercial importance. 

During the past two years considerable fluc- 
tuatioas have taken place in the price of petro- 
leum. The close of the year 1882 found the 
price rising slowly, as was expected when the 
depressing influence of the Cherry Grove gush- 
ers began to decline. There seemed to be but 
little possibility that another deposit similar to 
the Cherry Grove pool would be discovered,and 
with increasing confidence on all sides the price 
reached $1 per barrel in January 25, 1883, the 
highest attained since 1889, As time moved on 
various other circumstances in favor of higher 
prices, such as a disinclination to put down 
new wells, a falling off in the production of 
what wells were drilled, and an increase in 
consumption, together with the gradual reduc- 
tion of the stock of petroleum on hand, in- 
creased the confidence of the trade to such an 
extent that in May a “boom” took place which

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The Oil Fields of the United States. 


LFrom “Mineral Resources of the United 
States, 1883 and 1884,"" now in press. By Albert 
Williams, jr., Chief of Division of Mining Sta- 
listics and Technology, U. S. Geological Sur- 
vey.] 

Pennsylvania and New York.— A recent pub- 
lication of the second geological survey of 
Pennsylvania is a map of the oil regions of 
western Pennsylvania and southwestern New 
York, on which are outlined with great dis- 
tinctness all the areas producing petroleum 
discovered prior to July, 1884. From this map 
@ very clear idea can be obtained of the extent 
of the oii regions in these States. 

Commencing at the north in Allegany 
county, in New York, we have the main field, 
the Richburg or Allegany field, of very irregu- | 
lar shape, but having an average length of 20 
miles. Outlying this district in the same coun- 
ty are 3smaller fields, of which one, about a 
mile from the town of Niles and bearing its 
name, 1s the farthest north of any develop- 
ment. The Wirt field, midway between Niles 
and the main field, is larger, but produces more 
gasthan oil. The Bradford oil district, the 
next in order, is generally considered in the 
Pennsylvania district. The main field, how- 
ever, extends at least 5 miles into the State of 
New York, and an outlying basin of oil rocks, 
which properly belongs to the Bradford basin, 
is contained for the greater part in Carrollton 
township, in Cattaraugus county, New York. 


In Warren and Forest counties, in which are 
contained the middle oil field, there is no large 
continuous deposit. The most important are 
the Clarendon, the Cooper and Sheffield,and the 
Balltown districts. Of these the former is 
the largest and perhaps the most important. It 
covers a large part of Mead township, Warren 
county, and is ellipptical in shape. The wells 
are of fair size and are usually long lived. The 
Cooper and Sheffield district lies partly in 
Warren county and partly in Forest, is smaller 
than the Clarendon district, and is “spotted” 
territory; that is, the oil-producing rock seems 
to underlie the districts in spots. The Balltown 
field is perhaps 10 miles long by 1 wide, and lies 
along Tionesta creek, in Forest county, in the 
vicinity of Balltown. Quite large wells have 
been found here. About midway between the 
Balltown field and the Clarendon field lies the 
once famous Cherry Grove district, which until 
the development of the Thorn Creek field, 
Butler county, in the early part of 1884, had the 
distinction of having had within its limits the 
largest wells known to the trade. The district 
is of very little importance at present. 

The lower field begins with a few deposits in 
the southwestern corner of Warren and the 
western end of Forest counties, and is consid- 
ered to terminate in Butler county, the de- 
posits being chiefly contained in Venango, 
Clarion, and Butler counties. Many, in fact 
the largest proportion, of the deposits in this 
fleld are of but trifling importance at present, 
Most of them bear names which twenty-five 
years ago were famous the country over. 
Among these may be named the small dis- 
tricts of Enterprise, Fagundus, Pithole, Cash- 
up, Walnut Bend, and others. From these, 
however, the glory has departed and many of 
them produce no oil whatever at present. The 
largest district in Venango county is the Oil 
Creek tield, which follows generally the line of 
direction of the stream from which it takes its 
name, atthe north diverging into the north- 
eastern corner of the county. At various 
points all over the county are smaller deposits, 
many of which, as bas been said, produce no 
oilat present. Of the remainder a few pro- 
ducesmall quantities of green and black oil; 
quite a number produce “heavy” or lubricat 
ing oil. The production of this county is ia- 
significant as compared with those previously 
mentioned. 

Passing south the long and measurably con- 
tinuous belt of Clarion and Butler counties tg 
reached. This is a district of laterdate than the 
Venango county field, having been developed 
in 1869 and 1870, during the decline of the Oil 
Creek deposits. This field is crossed near its 
southern extremity by the Butler ‘cross belt,” 
in which good wells have been drilled, drawing 
their oil from the fourth sand. This cross belt 
extends east in Armstrong county, and several 
small pools are also found in that county, 

About 10 miles east of the southern extremity 
of the Clarion-Butler field lies the Bald Ridge 
pool on Thorn Creek, now better known as the 
Thorn Creek field. Here most important wells 
have been developed. 

There are a few other isolated deposits in the 
western and southwestern parts of the State 
not generally considered in connection with 
the fields just described. Of these the most 
considerable is the field on the Ohio river in 
Beaver county, which has about the dimen- 
sions of the Clarendon field in Warren county, 
but by no means the importance as to produc- 
tion. The Slippery Rock field along Slippery 
Rock creek in Lawrence county, the Pleasant 
Unity field in Westmoreland county, and the 
small deposits in Greene [county should also be 
mentioned. They possess, however, but little 
commercial importance. 

Ohio.—Of the several localities in which 
petroleum has been found in this State, the 
only one of any considerable commercia} im- 
portance is the Macksburg field, about 25 miles 
north of Zanesville. Operations have been in 
progress here for two or three years, but at- 
tracted but little attention until the spring ef 
1884, when several very fair wells were bored, 
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and the production of the district rose, one 
well making over 100 barrelsa day. For a time 
the field attracted a great deal of attention, 
€ven influencing prices on the Pennsylvania 
oil exchanges, but the excitement soon sub- 
sided. There are at present quite a number of 
producing wells in the district, but no importe 
ant developments have recertly been made, 

At Mecca, Ohio, oil is obtained by tunneling. 
A recent find of oil is reported at Findlay, Han- 
cock county. 

Kentucky.—In several localities in this State 
petroleum has been found. Perhaps the best 
known district is situated on a tract of 20,000 
acres of land, known as the Marshall tract, just 
on the ‘l'ennessee line. Here two shallow wells 
have for some years been producing about3 
barrels each per day. Recent reports state that 
\two large companies have been formed, mainly 
of Pennsylvania oil men, to develop this dis- 
trict. 

Along the banks of the Big Sandy River, in 
Martin county, several oil springs exist, and 
the indications here are favorable for the pro- 
duction of lubricating oil. Steps have been 
taken to develop this district also. 

Another fieid was recently discovered in 
Montgomery county by the sinking of a shal- 
low well by a Virginia. capitalist. A report on 
the oil found here was made by Dr. H. Froehl- 
ing, of Richmond, to The Virginias,from which 
itappears the oil is a petroleum of 21 deg. 
specific gravity, and wiil doubtless make a fine 
grade of lubricating oil. 

West Virginia —The oil district in West 
Virginia, in the vicinity of Volcano, still keeps 
up a small production. The wells here are 
very deep and yield lubricating oil. 

Colorado.—Petrcieum has been found in 
many localities in this state, the chief deposits 
being located in Fremont county. Here, at as 
early a date as 1865, small wells were sunk on 
Oil creek, a few miles northeast of Canon City, 
the oil from which was transported by wagon 
to Denver and used for illuminating purposes. 
The industry, however, soondied out, and no 
further steps toward the development of the 
State’s oil resources were taken until 1882. In 
this year the Haud Investment Coal and Oil 
Mining Company was formed, and purchased 
about 14,000 acres in the vicinity of Canon City. 
This company has bored two wells, one of 
which was the first bored in the district. Both 
are down about 1,250 feet, and produce to- 
gether about 3 barrels per day, the petroleum 
being an excellent quality of lubricating oil. 

About 11 miles southwest of Canon City the 
Arkansas Valley Oil Company has commenced 
operations. This company drilled a wellin 


1283, which is now producing about | barrel per 


day. The successful striking of oil in this well 
induced the company to take steps towarda 
more extensive development of its property, 
and a contract for drilling ten wells was let,the 
first of which struck oil in November, 184. 
This well is the best yet drilled, producing 
steadily 5 barrels per day. These wells are 
near the eastern edge of the oil basin. The oil 
produced here is lubricating oil of 30 degrees 
gravity. 

These two companies are the only ones at 
present engaged in producing petroleum, 
About 5 miles northeast of Canon City is the 
“dry” hole of the Canon City Oil Company, 
This well isa “dry” wellin oil parlance alone, 
thetrouble « hich interfered with its success as 
an oil producer being a superabundance of 
water. This could not be satisfactorily cased 


off, and the well was abandoned at a depth of 


1.800 feet. Another unsuccessful well is that 
drilled by Mr. Lyman Robinson, about 7 miles 
from Canon City, which was abandoned at a 


depth of 1,700 feet, no oil in paying quantities 


hsving been reached, 

In various other parts of the State oil in 
greater or less quantities has been found, Oil 

springs and other indications seem to point out 
the existence of petroleum in paying quanti- 
ties, in the vieinity of Walsenburg,in Huerfano 

county, and a local company has been formed 
to operate there. There are also indications of 
oil along Grand River, and a promising field 
seems to exist in that portion of the State. Oil 
springs also exist near Mocrison,on a tribu- 
tary of Bear river, and in numerous other lo- 
— 

Wyoming.—For many years petroleum has 
been known to exist in Wyoming. The oil 
area has not yet been determined, either by 
prospecting or geological investigation. 
Enough has been discovered, however, to es- 
tablish the existence of several important dis- 
tricts. Of these five have been located and 
their boundaries in part defined, namely, the 
Shoshone, Beaver, Rattlesnake, Seminole and 
Powder River basins. Unlike the better known 
oil fields of Pennsylyania and other Eastern 
States, no deep borings are necessary in order 
to find the oil. It is invariably near the sur- 
face, and in many cases appears in the form of 
“oil springs,’ spontaneously escaping to the 
surface. Over much of the oil territory of 
Wyoming the oil which has escaped has hard- 
ened and formeé a crust, through which, im- 
mediately upon penetration, the petroleum 
oozes. These circumstances render it much 
easier to get at the oil than in the Eastern 
States and elsewhere, where deep boring is re- 
quired. 

The Shoshone basin is situated 78 miles north 
of Point of Rocks station, on the Union Pacific 
Railroad, and has an area of about 60 acres. 
Over all this area oil spontaneously escapes at 
places. Much of this district is covered by a 
crust of hardened oilfrom Ito3 feet thick, 


which is overlaid by several feet of alluvium. 


The crust being penetrated, oil at once rises to 


the surface. It is intensely black in color and 
has been successfully used asa lubricant. Dr. 
George B. Graff, of Omaha, as eurly as 1876 be- 
gan tomake efforts tending to the develop- 
ment of this field, and at length formed a com- 
pany which bevau to drill a well last winter. 
Oil, of course, collected in the hole as soon as 
it was a few feet in depth; but drilling was con- 
tinued, anc on February 13, 1885, the promoters 
of the venture were rewarded by the striking, 
at the depth of 109 feet, of a large deposit of 
oil, the well producing at last accounts 8t 
barrels a day, the yield being on the increase, 
The oil is yellowish brown, and its specific 
gravity is about 20 deg. It will be chiefly valu- 
able as a lubricant, but will yield 40 per cent. of 
illuminating oil. 

The Beaver oil basin is situated 35 miles di- 
rectly east of the Shoshone, and in many re- 
spects differs from it. Much gas constantly es- 
capes in the vicinity of the oil deposits. No 
information is at hand with respect to any de- 
velopments of this region, if any have been 
made, 

The Rattlesnake basin is 35 miles east of the 
Beaver basin. The oil here is chiefly found 
among the canons of several creeks which have 
cut through the hills. The line along which 
the oil “shows” is about 4 miles long. The oil 
resembles that of the other two deposits. In 
this basin the Central Assoviation of Wyoming 
is now boring a welland the Rawlins Petrole- 
um Association, which owns a large tract 
of land in the district, will also soon begin 
operations. 

The Seminole basin lies between 25 and 30 
miles east of the Rattlesnake basin. The surface 
indications do not extend over so wide an area 
asinthe other basins, but it seems probable 
that there is here a very large deposit of oil. 
The Seminole oil resembles more nearly kero- 
sene. 

At the head of Powder River important oil 
springs are found. In this district oil is often 
secured by sinking pits,into which the oil 
oozes and is collected. The Central Associa- 
tion of Wyoming contemplates developing this 
district also, and is about to put down a well. 
The Denver Oil Company, of Cvlorado, bas 
purchased territory in this district and has a 
well under way. 

Oil has been found in many other parts or 
Wyoming, notably at Jenny’s Stockade,on the 
eastern side of the Territory, in Uintah coun- 
ty, and on the line belween Wyoming and Da- 
kota. Developments are now being energeti- 
cally pushed, andthe fluid seems destined to 
become one of the Territory's most important 
commercial products. 

California.—Petroleum was first discovered 
in California not long after the boring of the 
first well in Pennsylvania in 1859. The excite- 
ment attending the discovery of the fluid in 
the East spread over the country, and induced 
many in various portions of the United States 
toexplore for indications, which were soon 
found iu abundance in California. As early as 
1865 there were seventy oil corporations organ- 
ized in this State, with a nominal capital of 
$45,000,00,and forty or fifty wells were started, 
chiefly in Humboldt county. These were 
trivia) affairs, the deepest having a depth of 
only 400 feet. They were all“ pumpers,”’ not one 
being a flowing well. The product for the year 
was about 1,20) barrels. The industry soon de- 
clined, and while operations were continued 
until 1867, during which year one well was 
bored to a depth of 1,300 feet, practically died 
out after that date, and was not renewed until 
1875. In this year prospectors come from 
Pennsylvania and sank two small wells, which 
were successful, producing from 15 to 20 bar- 
rels daily. Asa result of this venture the Pa- 
cific Coast Oil Company, at present the leading 
oil company on the coast, was organized in 
1879. Since that time they have bored 24 wells 
in Los Angeles and Ventura counties, of which 
20 are now producing. The wells in the San 
Fernando district, in Los Angeles county, fur- 
nish the larger part of the oil produced by this 
company. One of these wells has been pro- 
ducing for seven years, and is now yielding 
from 2to3) barrels daily. Its largest yield 
was 80 barrels in one day,this being obtained 
during a voluntary flow. The largest daily 
yield of any of these wells at present is 110 bar- 
rels, They produce a total of 625 barrels daily. 
Tbe oil is said to be the best found on the coast, 
a large part of it being manufactured into 
high-grade tlluminatiog oils. 

The wells uf the company in Ventura county 
areall shallow, some petroleum being pro- 
duced by tunneling. The oil is dark and heavy, 
and is principally used for fuel. The total 
production of all the wells of the company is 
700 barrels daily, an average of 35 barrels to 
each well. 

The Pacific Coast Oil Company is also pro- 
ducing about 12 barrels daily from a deposit ol 
petroleum in the Santa Cruz mountains, Santa 
Clara county, about 18 miles back of Sap Jose. 
The company is making preparations to de- 
velop other deposits, and will doubtless soon 
largely increase the production. 

The only other company at present actively 
engaged in producing petroleum in California, 
according to the San Francisco Bulletin, from 
which much of this information is derived, is 
the Trinitar Oil Company, which is producing 
from 10 to 12 barrels daily from a deposit near 
Pescadero, in San Mateo county. The grade of 
this oil is good. 
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ies of this State. Besices those mentioned, 
there are Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo and 
Kern counties. According to a survey of the 
oil field of these counties made in 1877, the belt 
covered by the deposits is 60 miles long and av- 
erages 8 miles in width. It has been estimated 
that this belt does not contain over one-half of 
the oil deposits of California. 

The following figures, estimated in part, give 
the petroleum production of California since 
1879: 

Production of petroleum in California since 
1879. 
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California has, however, depended largely in 
tho past upon importations of petroleum for 
hersupply. Before the building of the rail- 
ways across the continent all the petrcleum 
imported came in ships by way of Cape Hora, 
Of late much of the oil imported comes by rail 
in tank, cars and barrels, but the ocean route 
has not been abandoned, nearly every vessel 
from New York bringing a consignment. The 
following figures show the imports of crude oil 
from the East from 1864 to the close of 1883, as 
nearly as can be ascertained from the best 
sources at hand: 

Receipts of petroleum at San Francisco since 
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A case contains two 10-galion cans of oil. 
The totalimports tor the period covered by 
the figures has thus been 894,046 barrels of 42 
gallons each. 

, Transportation facilities for the moving of 
oilin the State are yet in their infancy. The 
Pacific Coast Oil Company has, however, con- 
structed two systems of pipe lines, one carry- 
ing the oil fromthe Los Angeles county wells 
to the Southern Pacific railroad, on which the 
transportation is completed by tank cars, and 
the other carrying the oil to San Buenavent- 
ura, one of the landings of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, from which point it will 
be transported to San Francisco in tanks on 
board of vessels. 

The uses of petroleum in California, as in the 
East, are various. The Pacitic Coast Oil Com- 
pany has built extensive refineries at Alameda 
point, at which most of its product is manu- 
factured. It is estimated that the company at 
present supplies one-third of all the refined 
petroleum used in California. Much of the oil 
consumed in the State is, of course, illuminat- 
ing and lubricating oil, native oil being used 
by many railroads for the latter purpose. Gas 
making also utilizes considerable oil. The 
Central Gaslight Company of San Francisco, 

! uses 60 barrels of crude oil daily, and the Oak- 
land Gaslight and Heat Company, as well as 
many other interior gas cempanics, use petro- 
leum inalimited way in the manufacture of 
gas, in coanection with coal. 

Petroleum is also used to some extent as fuel 
in this State. Besides a limited use of it in oil 
stoves, at least 100 barrels are used daily in the 
soutbern counties in the generation of steam, 
It is used in this way to run flour mills, quartz 
mills and various other manufactories. The 
reduction works at Daggett, on the Southern 
Pacific railroad, have been run in this way. It 
is also stated that the California Sugar Refinery 
which uses 70 tons of coal daily, contemplates 
experimenting with petroleum as fuel. 

+ Other States —In Missouri, Texas, Tennessee 

and other States petroleum exists, but devel- 
opments, if any, have attracted little attention 
and are of little commercial importance. 

During the past two years considerable fluc- 
tuatioas have taken place in the priceof petro- 
leum. The close of the year 1882 found the 
price rising slowly, as was expected when the 
depressing influence of the Cherry Grove gush- 
ers began to decline. There seemed to be but 
little possibility that another deposit similar to 
the Cherry Grove pool would be discovered,and 
with increasing confidence on all sides the price 
reached $1 per barrel in January 25, 1883, the 
highest attained since 1889, As time moved on 
various other circumstances in favor of higher 
prices, such as a disinclination to put down 
new wells, a falling off in the production of 
what wells were drilled, and an increase in 
consumption, together with the gradual reduc- 
tion of the stock of petroleum on hand, in- 
creased the confidence of the trade to such an 
extent that in May a “boom” took place which

of that month, andfon the first day of the suc- 
ceeding month $1 24% was registered on the 
exchanges. During the remainder of the year 
prices remained above the dollar line, nothing 
being developed in the oil fields to cause a 
downward movement. In the Balltown dis- 
trict, in Forest County, many large wells were 
producing, especially during September, but 
these wells were very short lived, declining in 
production from 1,000 barrels per day to less 
than 100 barrels per day within a space of a 
very few days. 

The year 1884 opened with but little change 
in the situation. The developments in the 
Balltown and also in the Cooper districts con- 
tinued, the wells exhibiting the same character | 
as mentioned before, producing very largely at | 
first, but rapidly falling off. This state of 
affairs continued until the month of March: 
when. under the influence of some unusually 
large developments in the Balltown pool and 
some indications that the Macksburg field, in 
Ohio, was tending in tle direction of a large 
output, prices fell below $l per barrel. This 
was followed in May by the financial troubles | 
in New York. These troubles, together with 
the failure of the Penn Pank in Pittsburg, an 
organization which had been dealing very 
largely in petroleum, affected the market very 
seriously, the price falling as low as 67 cants in 
May. adrop from which it seemed unable to 
recover, a8 in June, although the financial sit- 
uation was much imp oved and field operations 
were restricted, the downward motion con- 
tinued until 50 cents was reached. From this 
figure the market soon recovered to 60 cents, 
and fluctuated around this price until the lat- 
ter part of July, when, under the influence of 
a serious decline in the production of the 
Wardwell tract, it rose to 75 cents, early in the 
succeeding month, August, reaching 80 cents 


During this month of August the most re- 
markable petroleum developments since the 
rise of the Cherry Grove field was made. The 
Baldridge district, on Thorn creek, had hereto- 
fore been a pool much resembling the Claren- 
don and Balitown pools, although cousiderably 
older. Wells of no small size had been struck 
in the district, but had invariably fallen off to 
small or medium producers. Early in August 
a well began drilling on Thorn creek by Phil- 
lips Brothers, which, upon striking the sand, 
commenced gushing at a rate of 300 barrels a 
day. This did not satisfy the owners, and the 
well was drilled deeper into the so called fourth 
sand, upon reaching which depth the well 
began to produce oil at the rate of 1,800 barrels 
@ day, according to moderate estimates, This 
important development affected the market 
seriously, prices falling very rapidly, and also 
caused a great rush of oll producers to Bald- 
ridge, or, as it began then to be called, Thorn 
creek, The Phillips Brothers’ well did not fall 
off in production as had been expected, but 
continued to produce at an average of 2,000 
barrels a day for overa month. Still more ex- 
citemert was caused when the Christy well 
not far from the Phillips well, was drilled into 
the sand on October 11, and began to produce 
oil at a rate of 1,500 barrels a day, which pro- 
duction it rapidly and wonderfully increased; 
two days later it was producing 2,500 barrels a 
day, and the next day was making the enor- 
mous production of from 5,0 to 6.0 0 barrels 
every twenty-four hours. These remarkable 
occurrences puzzled the Oil trade greatly 
When the Phillips well was making its large 
output, the theory was advanced that it was 
80 situated as to draw the entire pool, and that 
any other wells that should be bored in the 
vicinity would simply decrease the production 
of the Phillips by the amount of their own 
output, but this and all other theories were 
disproved when, after neariy two months of 
production by the Phillips well, the Christy 
well cameinand made its enormous output 
from almcst an identical source. Noone ven- 
tured to estimate the probable extent of the 
pool, and prices fell off with great rapidity. 
The Christy well, however, was not the largest 
producer that the Thorn Creek district was 
able to bring to the attention of the trade. 
Most of the wells in the district during the lat- 
ter part of October had begun to decline, and 
with this encouragement the market began to 
recover ita former position. True, 3,000 and 
2,000 barrel wells were coming in frequently, 
but atter the Christy well these producers did 
not appear so terrible as they did during the 
days of the Cherry Grove development. On 
Monday, October 27, however, the largest well 
ever known in the history of the New York 
and Pennsylvania oil fields was brought in. 
The Armstrong well No. 2 bad been drilled 
into the sand the previous week and on Friday 
and Saturday was reported hopelessly dry. On 
Monday an 80-quart nitroglycerine torpedo 
was lowered into the hole and exploded. The 
result was startling; the well began to flow at 
a 3,000-barrel rate and within a few hours in- 
creased its output to the unheard of rate of 
10,000 barrels a day, keeping up this immense 
production for some hours. The recent ex- 
perience of the oil trade with large wells was 
of but littie avail to it in the presence of so 
tremendous a gusher and prices again declined 
rapidly, falling 14 centsin one day. The next 
day the Armstrong well declined considerably, 
producing about 7,000 barrels, and at the close 
of the week was putting out but a little over 
6,000 barrels. 

The success of the proprietors in the Arm- 
strong well in “shooting” their well led to an 
extensive use of nitroglycerine throughout the 
Thorn Creek district. The resuit, however, 








was not the same. and it was finally conceded 
that the fleld wasonthe decline. From this 
time on, during the early months of 1885, no 
large developments were brought to light and 
other circumstances were favorable to an 
increase of price. Such seemingly had been 
the effects of the remarkable developments in 
the Thorn Creek field, however, that for sev 

eral months in the face of these favorable cir- 
cumstances prices remained at a low level, and 
it was not until near the middle of 1885 that any 
improvement took place, 

Prices of petroleum in California have varied 
greatly. During a great scarcity of refined oil 
in 1865 it sold as high as $140 per gallon from 
‘rst hands, and $175 from jobbers. Under 
ordinary circumstances, however, up to the 
close of 1869, the price was about 60 cents, A 
gradual reduction commenced, which reached 
its lowest point in 1883, when good brands were 
sold at from 15 to 17 cents. The price now 
varies from 25 to 30 cents. These figures all 
refer to the refined article. No information is 
at hand regarding prices of crude. 

FOREIGN SOURCES OF PETROLEUM. 

Russia.—The petroleum district on the Cas- 
pian sea, in the vicinity of Baku, has within 
the past few years attracted much attention. 
Not that it has recently been discovered, for, 
as early as the reign of George II. of England 
the petroleum produced bere was an article of 
commerce. Statistics show that in 1813, 3,000 
tons of oil were exported from Baku. Recent 
attention to this field has rather been caused 
by the gradually incressing coinpetition be- 
tween this oil and American petroleum. ren- 
dered possible by the greatly increased devel- 
opment of the fleld since 187?. 


The oil fields in this locality have an area of ! 


about 14,000 square miles. But little is kuown 
of the geology of the region, but from the data 
at hand in regard to the depth and proximity 
of producing wells throughout the district, 
the inference must be drawn that there exists 
no single large pool of oil under the surface, 
There seems to be no common depth or bori- 
zon from which the oi] is drawn—none even as 
regards wells in very close proximity to each 
other Thus recently, in one locality, there 
were four producing wells within a few yards 
of one anotber, yet all producing from differ- 
ent depths, the first striking oil at 259 feet, the 
second at 560 feet, the third at 2s0 feet, and the 
fourth at 350 feet. It bas also been noticed 
that a flowing well may be struck in the imme- 
diate vicinity of a pumping well, and will pro- 
duce immense volumes of oil, the pumping 
welj at the same time continuing to produce 
its regular quantity without any diminution 
whatever. All accessible facts appear to de- 
monstrate the theory that the oil-bearing 
strata, originally running regularly in anal- 
most vertical position, became dislocated by 
some dynamic agency, and an irregular cellu- 
lar character was thus given to the petroleum 
deposits. 

The flowing wells or fountains, as they are 
very properly called, are a very remarkabie 
feature. These cast into the shade American 
“gushers.”” The largest production of an 
American oil well on record is that of the Arm- 
strong well, in the Thorn Creek district of 
Pennsylvania, which in 24 hours produced 
10,000 barrels or 420,000 gallons. The largest 
product of a Russian well on record is 2,000,000 
gallonsin 24 hours, nearly five times the best 
American record. Flowing wells yielding 
from 1,000 to 4,000 barrels per day, rurities in 
Pennsylvania, are common at Baku, and the 
ordinary yield of “pumpers” is from 25€ to 60 
barrels per day, many of these continuing 
their production for years without diminution. 
Fountains also frequently have great staying 
powers, one being struck in 1879 which for 
three months spouted oi] at the rate of 4,000 
barrels every 24 hours without cessation, a 
production which no American well has ever 
kept up for more than a few days. 

For many years the production of petroleum 
at Baku was a crown monopoly, and heavy 
taxes were also levied on it. Owing to these 
repressing influences, in 1872, when the monop- 
oly was abolished, there were but two drilied 
wells in the region, the oil being derived gene- 
rally from shallow pits, of which there were 
415 in the district. 

The following statistics show clearly the 
rapia rise of the industry since 1872, and espec- 
ially since the repeal of the excise duties in 1877.

Transportation facilities are good at Baku. 
Much of the petroleum produced is run direct- 
ly into vessels on the Caspian Sea, which are 
practical.y huge floating tanks,and thence con- 
veyed to the mouth of the Volga River. Hence 
it is distributea to many localities. Much of it 
is used for fuel by the steamers on the Volga, 
as well as by the oil transports themselves. The 
railroads are beginning to utilize it as fuel. It 
finds its way throughout Russia, Poland and 
Finland, and has recently been competing with 
American petroleum in Germany. The latter 
article, handicapped by import duties, is likely 
to find a serious competition in Russian oil, 

Some two hundred refineries exist at Baku, 
much of the petroleum being refined on the 
spot. 

Other countries.—In many other foreign 
countries petroleum is tound, though no de 
posits equaltothe Russian fields are known. 
Amorg those in which districts of greater or 
less importance exist may be named Germany, 
Spain, Sicily, Roumania, Afghanistan, China, 
Japan, India, Burmah and New Zealand. At 
various places in South America, and in many 
of the West India Islands, it is known to exist. 
In Canada and also in Mexico petroleum is 
found, in the former province many wells 
existing,and quite a large quantity of oil being 
produced. 

Origin of Petroleum. 

The Titusville Sunday World publishes a 
rather elaborate article on the origin of petro- 
leum, which, though a subject-worn thread- 
bare. is always worthy of some thought and 
discussion. It is as insoluble as many other 
scientifie problems and, by reason of the mys- 
tery attached to it, arouses voluminous argu- 
ment. The World says among other things: 

It is a demonstrated fact that the specific 
gravity of constituents of the interior of the 
earth greatly increases as the centre ig ap- 
proached, and that at a great depth there isa 
vast accumulation of the heavier metals; and it 
is also known that the heat of the interior of 
the earth so increases as the centre is approach- 
ed that at great depths it is hot beyond any 
artificial heat that man can create on the 
earth’s surface. It is also proven by experi- 
ment that iron, at a very high temperature and 
under great pressure, is able to absorb much 
larger percentages of carbon tLan the cast iron 
in blast furnaces. 

It is also known that through fissures in the 
ocean bed water filters to very great depths, 
where the heat is excessive and where iron 
woulil be in a melted condition and under great 
pressure. Here, then, are the necessary condi- 
tions to produce the same results as were pro- 
duced in the laboratory of M. Berthelot. The 
chemical! action which produces the petroleum 
is as follows: 

The sea water coming into these very hot 
depths is converted into superheated steam, 
which, coming in contact with the melted iron, 
rich in carbon, is decomposed into free hydro 
gen and oxygen. The oxygen combines with 
the iron to iron oxide and the hydrogen unites 
with the carbon, which was set free through 
the oxidation process—thus forming the hydro- 
carbons. These hydrocarbons consist of gas, 
vapor and oils, which, in the intensely hot 
regions where they are formed, are in a vapor- 
ous state. These vapors, ascending through 
fissures to a higher and cooler region, will, by 
condensation, deposit all their condensable 
products upon reaching a strata of porous 
rock able to absorb the liquified oil and over 
which there is an impervious strata to prevent 
their further ascending. The result of these 
condensed liquified products is petroleum, or 
rock oil, as found in the so-called oil-bearing 
rock. 

It may be asked, why, if the above be true, 
that petroleum is not found in ali parts of the 
world and why, when found in a strata of rock 
at one place it is not sometimes only a short 
distance away. The shortest answer would be 
that the combination of the several necessary 
conditions for not only its formation, but con- 
densation and deposit did not exist in those 
places where it is not found. It must be re- 
membered that not only must the hydrocarbon 
vapors be formed in the interior, but there 
must be fissures in the various sub stratas 
through which the vapors come up toward the 
surface, and that these fissures do not exist in 
all places. Further, even, when the vapors do 
ascend, condense and form petroleum in de- 
posit, the vapors must find their way to a strata 
of rock sufficiently porous to absorb and hold 
the condensed products and that to condenee 
the vapcrs these stratas of rock must be 
sufficiently near the surface to be cool enough 
to cause the necessary condensation. And 
again, that such stratas of rock must be over- 
laid with a shell or crust or strata that is im- 
pervious to the ascending vapors, otherwise 
they will continue to ascend to the surface and

frequently the case in many parts of the world 
where there exist gas springs, 80 called.

The Pennsylvania Oil Field Re- 
viewed. 


From Allegany to Thorn creek operators are 
drilling in old fields, with the exception of Cog- 
ley. Hooks and Kinzua. Even these three ex- 
hibit no exciting interest and attract buta 
small number of the large army of producers, 
At a glance the whole field presents a situation 
of peaceful prosperity, unattendec by any spot 
of wild excitement. The producers employ 
their time upon old wells, with the exception 
of the occasional wildcat, or are busy with the 
drill in those portions of the old districts, from 
which they were attracted by the more prolific 
fields in past years. The most work to-day, 
outside of Cogley, says the Oil City Derrick, in 
a review of the situation, is in Clarendoa, Ti- 
ona and Venango county, and on territory to 
which the producer returns only when there 
are ne new fields to drill, aad no large wells to 
discover. 

Allegany has remaining such small spote as 
are found in the other oider fields, from which 
the returns are but small. In the heart of the 
field there is nothing to attract attention, but 
to the northwest in Clarksville some nice wells 
are being found. Among them occasionally is 
struck a well which starts off largely, and then 
slowly declines toa 10 or 20 barrel producer. 
The average, however, is five to eight barrels. 
As much work has been done in the old wells 
of Allegany as those of Bradford, and there has 
been very little change in the production of 
the district. The change in the field sincea 
year ago can best be shown by the following 
table of the runs from Allegany for the first 


six months of 1884 and 1885:—

wildcatter may for new pools in the white sand 
district, we must still return to the black sand 
pool of the northern oil field for the produc- 
tion. Its two and three barrel wells are still 
producing one-half the total outpu, and the 
thickness of the sand stil! permits of an in- 
crease in the old producers by cleaning out and 
shooting. There is no new territory to drill, 
but the work done among the old wells 
this year has caused an increase in the 
production there. This has also been assisted 
by drilling the wells deeper. When the 
wells were first completed they were not drilled 
through the sand where it was the thickest, 
and in its thinner parts were not drilled to the 
lower layer. In tbelast three years the wells 
have been deepened and this, with the heavy 
shooting, has maintained the average of their 
production. This year torpedoes varying in 
size from 100 to 200 quarts have been used, 
The results, as reported by producers, vary 
considerably. In some cases they claim the in- 
crease pays tor the expenses in a short time 
and the wells net a nice profit besides. Others 
say the expense was greater than the benefits 
received. A comparative table of the pipe line 
runs from Bradford for the first six months of 
1884 and 1885 shows the change in the produc- 
tion of that field:

Very little has been done in the Cooper field 
for a year, save the work on the old wells, The 
drill bas been quiet, and not more than half a 
dozen producing wells have been completed in 
the last twelve months, although several dry 
holes have rewarded the seeker after spurs 
from the old district. Its production for the 
first six months of 1885 does not exhibit the 
size of the first six in 1884, when the Henry’s 
Mills annex was sprung on the trade.

Southwest and northeast from the Balltown 
district operations are being slowly advanced. 
To the seuthwest Grandin & Kelly have ad- 
vanced row after row of wells, until the de- 
creasing size is a good indication that the end 
is nearly reached in that direction. At the 
northeast Agnew, Proper & Co. and N, F. Clark 
are getting nice wells on the spur which runs out 
from the Porcupine Oil Company’s property on 
3,195. This spur is a narrow one, but how far it 
may extend cannot yet be determined. Inthe 
centre of the field nothing has beendone, The 
following table exhibits the runs for the first 
six months of 1884 and 1885, from Balltown:

Cherry Grove presents no change from year 
to year save in its decreased output. It was 
drilled and thoroughly drilled in the first four 
mouths after the producer placed foot within 
its forests,and nothing bas been done since then 
except to keep the wells going, and to pull out 
those that haye ceased to produce. Ascom- 
pared with the first six months of 1884 its pro- 
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duction for the first six of 1885, shows as foi- 
lows:

Nothing ia being done in Wardwell. Of two 
wells drilled to the southwest this year,one wasa 
small producer and the other a dry hole. The 
production is about seven hundred barrels a 
day. 

Only one well drilling at Thorn Creek,and the 
wells preducing are putting out about two 
thousand four hundred barrels a day. 


Cogley run has about ninety-three producing 
wells, and a daily production which fluctuates 
between 1,500 and 2,000 barrels. To the north- 
east and east this field is defined, To the south- 
west there is a possible escape either east or 
west of the Baum farm well. The line to the 
east seems to be the most promming, but the 
fact that the Baum well showed a thinning of 
the sand, makes any advance operations of a 
hazardous nature, 


The Hooks City operations are of an uncer- 
tain character, the territory is spotted and the 
wells vary greatly in size. The oil is produced 
from the boulder rock, and the 16 producing 
wells have a daily production of 320 barrels. 

Emlenton is having a small well boom, Across 
the river in the direction of Six Points, some 
nice producers are being found, and there is a 
possibility of a small belt running to the south- 
west. 


In Rockland township, Venango county, 
Drale & Co. have a well producing from the 
gas sand, which lies between the first and sec- 
ond sands. Ita20-barrel producer. Last week 
the same parties completed a second one within 
300 feet of the first, which is showing for a fair 
well, These wells stand by themselves and 
open a new field, in a country which has been 
pretty thoroughly perforated with dry holes. 


Kinzua is an important district on the Alle- 
gheny river, near Kinzua valley. The oil is 
found at a depth of 650 feet, and in the top of 
the sand. When the bit penetrates too deep in 
the rock a flood of salt water is struck, and 
several wells have been nearly spoiled by it. 
So far the operations have been cenfined toa 
small area of territory on the flata, and the de- 
velopments have not been sufficiently regular 
to form a belt or pool. Smal! wells, large wells 
and failures are located irregularly over the 
land which has been drilled. It is probable 
that something better will be found here, and 
that what has been done is only the beginning 
of a fair sized field. 


Among the Oil Derricks.

Petroleum for Phylloxera. 


The engineer Leopold Gigh, of Florence, has 
communicated to the Academy of Sciences at 
Paris and to the Italian Minister of Agricul- 
ture a phylloxera remedy, which consists in 
putting some wood charcoal, preferable of 
chestnut, soaked for several daysin petroleum, 
under the roots of the vine before the spring 
growth begins. He asserts that one applica- 
tion is enough to drive away the insects. Many 
competent persons support Gigh’s ideas enthu- 
siastically, and consider it sure of success. 

Referring to the matter a California corre- 
spondent says: “Petroleum is a good insecti- 
cide, and Gigh’s form of applying it is ingeni- 
ous and worthy ofatrial. Perhaps even mid- 
summer would not be too late for effective 
use. There is no chestnut wood in California, 
but coal made from buckeye or willow would 
perhaps, be equally as good. What is wanted 
is coal of even grain, that will absorb the pe- 
roleum and then allow it to evaporate slowly 
without running out. 
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Anxious to Develop Cuba’s Oil Depos- 
its. 


Francisco Castro and Manuel Quintan, of 
Havana, Cuba, are visiting points in the oil 
country in the interest of prospective oil devel- 
opment in that Southern isle, which we do not 
recall hearing mentioned in connection with 
crude petroleum heretofore. Senor Quintan 
alone speaks English and that with great fluen- 
cy, he having spent eight years inthe United 
States receiving an education.

Paints for Exposed Metal Surfaces. 


After questions of form, strength, construc- 
tive material and similar matters have been 
duly settled in connection with any engineer- 
ing work made of wood or metal, writes Ernest 
Spon, the engineer has to consider the best 
method of maintaining that work in good con- 
dition. Apart from working casualties, the 
material of which the particular work is con- 
structed is exposed to atmospheric and chem- 
ical influences which tend more or less to 
modify and corrode its surface, and an artifi- 
cial surface is therefore formed by applying 
paint. Most of the paints used for ordinary 
work are composed of the coloring matter, 
than of a quantity of white lead, with which 
and a particular oil they are workei into a 
paste of the shade required, and are afterward 
trimmed down with oil and turpentine when 
used. The white lead which thus forms the 
basis uf most paints, and is by itself a color 
is the basic carbonate of lead, a heavy 
earthy powder, white when first made, but 
soon becoming of a gray tint when exposed to 
the air from the action of sulphureted 
hydrogen. It is insoluble in water and 
effervesces with hydrochloric acid, dissolving 
when heated, as chloride of lead, which crys- 
tallizesin needles on cooling. Dilute nitric 
acid easily dissolves white lead, with efferves- 
ence caused by the escape of carbonic acid ges. 
When heated on a knife or slip of lead it be- 
comes yellow. It is not very generally known 
that white lead and oil combine with such en- 
ergy that if linseed oil is poured upon a very 
large quantity of white lead, and the mass is 
allowed to stand for a few hours, the tempera- 
ture becomes 80 high that the oil is carbonized 
and colors the whole a black. We should care- 
fully avoid mixing with white lead substances 
which may impair its brightness or depreciate 
its other qualities, and it should be kept in 
closed vessels, otherwise it will acquire a 
brown shade. For good paint it should be pure 
and without foreign mixture; however, both 
manufacturers and painters add to it vuriable 
proportions of chalk, sulphate of lead and the 
like, and it is often mixed with that sulphate of 
baryta which is called  baryta white, 
and which is prepared from the native sul- 
phate, or from carbonate of baryta artifi- 
cially treated with sulphuric acid. Baryta 
white is an adulteration which ceases to be ob- 
jectionable when the manufacturer makes the 
composition known, as it is of a handsome 
white color, entirely inoccuous, fast and resist- 
ing most reagents, its great defect being that 
it possesses but little body or covering power. 
The manufacturers sell various qualities of 
white lead, sometimes in powcer or in lumps, 
as genuine dry white lead, or flake white, but 
the greater portion in a paste holding from 7 to 
9 per cent. of oil. Krams, Nottingham and 
Newcastle whites are pure lead, differing only 
in the way in which they are made. Venice 
white is a mixture of equal parts of white lead 
and sulphate of baryta. Hamburg, Holland 
and other whites contain from 3 to 60 per cent. 
of sulphate of baryta, and inferior quantities 
large portions of chalk. White lead paint is 
solid and durable, but the disagreeable vapors 
riven off by the lead exercise a dangerous 
effect upon the health of the workmen who are 
engaged either upon its manufacture or use. 

Many substitutes have been tried to obviate 
the employment of white lead. Z nc whitein 
particular has received considerable attention; 
it has not such a bad effect upon the health, 
having no smell of itself and does not impart 
any to the liquids with which it may be mixed, 
so that any place freshly painted with it may 
be at once inhabited without fear of its injur- 
ing the occupants. Zinc white isthe oxide of 
zinc; it is insoluble in water, but dissolves in 
hydruchloric acid, usually effervescing slightly 
from the escape of carbonic acid, which oxide 
of zinc absorbs from the air. When heated 
oxide of zinc becomes yellow, but resumes its 
white color in cooling. It isas brilliant, white 
and fine as white lead, and becomes, on drying 
so hard that it will take a bright polish; it does 
not alter under the destructive action of sul- 
phurous vapors, or of gas with equal weights; 
it covers a larger surface than carbonate of 
lead, but it is very dry under the brush, and 
therefore requires more labor in applying it, 
which to a great extent explains the disinclina- 
tion to use it, in spite of all the efforts made in 
its favor. It also takes longer in drying, and 
when adulterated is very liable to change 
color. 

Red lead, so largely used by engineers, is an 
oxide of lead usually in the form of bright red 
powder, which is not affected by water, but 
evolves the smell of chlorine when boiled with 
bydrochloric acid, and is slowly converted into 
chloride of lead. Dilute nitric acid only partly 
dissolves it, leaving a brown powder: Or ac- 
count of its durability it |is frequently used as 
a priming coat, often the only coat given on 
ironwork. Care should be taken that no salt 
is present, otherwise a chemical action com- 
mences, blisters are formed, and the lead is re- 
duced toa metallic condition. It has been pro- 
posed to substitute for red lead a red obtained 
from a sulphide of antimony, termed antimony 
vermilion, which is sold in a state of very fine 
powder, without taste or smell, und which is 
insoluble in water, alcohol or essential oils. It 
is but little acted on by acids, and foreign en- 
gineers state that when ground in oil it ac- 
quires great intensity or brightness of color 
that it has a good body, is unalterable by air ar 
light, and may be freely mixed with white lead. 
Blavk paints made ftom the residdal prodacts 





obtained in distilling coal and shale oils are 
largely employed for rough work. They com- 
bine readily with drying oils, and give an in- 
tense and handsome black,which is at the same 
time very economical. Native oxide of iron 
has of late years supplied us with a paint which 
posessess many of the good quantities of red 
lead without its inconvencies. Oxide of iron 
paints are most effective and durable paints to 
use on iron,as they have no tendency to change 
or affect the metal. An analysis of one of these 
paints gave peroxide of iron, 68.95; aluminous 
earth (clay) 1.48; burnt clay. 29.57; total 100. 
The purple-brown oxide is a bydrated peroxide 
of iron. Grant’s black is made of shale con- 
taining oxide of iron, and the well known Tor- 
bay paint is a protoxide of iron. Under equal 
volumes iron paints cover more than those 
from lead; mixed with one-third of white lead 
it forms an excellent mastic, similar to that 
made from red lead, and which becomes very 
hard after drying for some time. As the iron- 
oxide paint resists a strong heat, it is advan- 
tageously employed for printing parts of ma- 
chines and boilers. The so-called anti-corrosive 
paint is made of equal parts by weight of whit- 
ing and white lead, with half the quantity 
of very fine sand or road dust, with colors 
at pleasure. The mixture being made with 
water can be used as a water color, but it is 
usually employed as an oil paint. The prepa- 
ration of oil recommeded for this purpose is 12 
parts by weight of linseed oil, raw: one part of 
boiled linseed oil and three parts of sulphate 
of lime, the whole well mixed. One gallon of 
oil thus prepared is used to 7 pounds of the 
paint. Puwints containing silica have been used 


for both wood and metal; they rive a hard 
surface which is very durable; it is stated that 
when mixed with proper oils they will resist 
the action of salt water or acids better than 
iron or lead paints, that they cover well and 
that in the case of wood they form a consider- 
able protection against fire. In addition to the 
pigments mentioned, which are in themselves 
Shore, various tints are produced by the addi- 
tion of ochers, earth naturally colored by iron; 
chromes or yellows, consisting of oxide of iead 
and chromic acid; blues such as Prussian blue, 
from animal refuse burnt with potash and 
iron; smults from oxide of cobalt; ultramarine 
biue, from carbonate of soda, silica, alum, and 
sulphur; or greens, from oxides, carbonates 
and arsenates of copper.

Since our last report there bas been a decided 
improvement in the general market for all 
kinds of drugs. Spanish goods especially arein 
request and values are tending upwards. Both 
jobbers and dealers report an improvement in 
the demand and more orders are being received 
for full packages than has been the case for 
some months past. Opium for present delivery 
is scarce and prices are a shade firmer, while for 
future shipments the market is weak. Quinine 
is steady under a fair consumptive demand. 
Rather more business is reported in shellac, 
with no change to note in values. Arabics are 
active and considerable business is reported at 
better prices. Collections are coming forward 
promptly for this season of the year. The prin- 
cipal changes in prices are as follows, the bulk 
being on tbe advanced side:

The stock of prime opium for prompt deliv- 
ery is becoming quite scarce on the spotin 
consequence of which holders have advanced 
their prices and at the close nothing better 
than $3 4) was named for case lotsand $3 45 
for a less quantity. The demand, however, 
has not been stimulated by the present condi- 
tion of the market and rarely do tne orders ex- 
ceed single case lots. The sales aggregate 7 
cases at $3 3:46@3 40 as to holder and quantity.

Messrs. F.W.Bow- 
yer & Bartlett under date of Liverpool, Aug. 15, 
say: “This market has become very quiet, but 
continues fairly steady, Malatia and Salonica of 
1884 crop have been dealt in sparingly at 13s 6d. 
and of the latter a few cases new have realized 
the same price, at which more is offering; noth- 
ing furvber bas been done for arrival. ‘fhe re- 
cent arrivals are of good and fine quality, and 
in every way suitable to shippers’ require- 
ments, and sone of them have been passed on 
forward contracts. Baloukissar has been sold 
at lls for old, at which more is obtainable. For 
the “Druggists’’’ kinds there has been an ab- 
sence of demand, and for Smyrna descriptions 
holders are firm, but new Gheve, as well as 
some parcels of old, is pressed for sale, for 
these, however, there is scarcely any inquiry. 
Seconds are scarce, but are in very limited re- 
quest; holders are firm. Persian on the spot 
has realized late rates, but for arrival there has 
been nothing done.”

The principal teature of the market since our 
last was the reduction on Thursday by the 
agent of B & S to 68e for bulk, 70c for 5 oz cans 
and 75c for vials. This places it on « par with

Spot and floating are held at fr24, last 
four months are quoted at fr25 per 100 kos. 

Turpentine—After a weak opening Ameri- 
can spirits advanced up at the close in sympathy 
with English advices and the scarcity of stock 
on hand. Spot and month are quoted at fi 1754, 
last four are quoted at fi 1734, first four 1886 
fl19. French spirits vary from f116%@17 per 
50 kos. 

Rosin—Good strained American is quoted at 
fr8 per 100 kos.

Under date of July 1, 1885, Messrs. 
Arnhold, Karberg & Co. say: 

Gin, er— Best preserved Chyloong per box of 
6 jars $3 20, per box of 12 jars $3 65, per box of 
6 jars Mandarin $390, per box of 6 jars stem 
$5 20, per picul in casks $11, Manloong $10 20. 

Camphor—No stocks of Formosa. Japan— 
Buyers for india are still in the market, but 
business is very limited owing to scanty sup- 
Plies. 

Star Aniseed—Quotation is nominal. 

Star Aniseed Oil—Rates are somewhat easier 
owing to continued sluggish demand for ex- 
port. Stocks are chiefly in hands of native 
speculators. 

Cassia Oil—There is no demand. Rates are 
unsettled and rather follow a downward 
tendency. 

Kerosene Oil—There is no improvement to 
report. The market closes weak at $1 44@1 45 
per case; some small settlements ex ship have 
been made at these rates. Advices from New 
York intimating a firmer tendency of the oil 
market, fail to exercise the least influence on 
this side. 





Under date of July 11, 1885, Messrs. 
Russell & Co. say : 
Kerosine oil.— The arrival of the **Wildwood” 
on 5th inst, with 58,522 cases from New York 
has imparted a weaker teeling to the market, 
prices deciining to $145@14744 per case, at 
which figures only a small business has been 
done. A portion of this cargo had been placed 
afloat at $151 per case, while $1 50 is now asked 
for about 20,000 to 80,000 cases remaining un 
sold, but in view of the feasitility of buying 
godown cargo on comparatively better terms, 
it is quite unlikely that the holders of the parcel 
Would succeed in effecting a sale. The New 


York market is reported as being firm, how- 
ever, and although our stocks are at present 
considerably in excess of requirements, holders 
generally are not inclined to force them off at 
any material reduction in price. We quote at 
the close $145@1 47% per case for comet oil, 
with a quiet, but fairly steady market. 

Quicksiiver.—There has been comparatively 
less activity in the market, sales for the fort- 
night being confined to 600 flasks at prices 
about equal to last quotations, The market 
closes firm at $60 per picul for spot cargo, but 
buyers at the figure are not very numerous. 

Camphor.—Arrivals do not keep pace with 
the demand and the market is in consequence 
quite bare of supplies. We quote Japan packed 
at $16 25@16 50 per picul 

Star aniseed oil.—An insignificant business is 
passing among Chinese at $218 per picul, at 
which price about 30 piculs are on offer. 

Cassia oil.—About 35 piculs In stock are 
quoted at $107@108 per picul, but there are no 
buyers at the figures. 

Galangal—Is a shade lower with little or no 
demand. About 200 piculs have been placed at 
$1 70@1 80 per picul, at which figures about 800 
piculs are on offer. 

Saigon Cassia—Is firm at $37 per picul, with 
sales of 100 piculs and about 200 piculs in stock. 

Cassia Lignea.—The market is very firm and 
several parcels have been taken up at advanced 
rates. Holders are demanding higher fi,rures, 
but the advance is likely to draw out larger 
supplies, and prices are likely to decline a lit- 
tle. Sales since last advices aggregate 300 
piculs New Loting at $660 per picul, 2, 
piculs Old Taiwo at $7 per picul and 1,000 piculs 
New Loting at $680 per picul, all in cases. 
Late arrivals aggregate 3,500 piculs New Lot- 
ing. Quotations are $670 for Old Taiwo, $6 60 
for Old Loting and $650 for New Loting per 
picul in bales. Stocks consist of 3,700 piculs 
Uld Taiwo, 1,000 piculs Old Loting and 4,500 
piculs New Loting.

History of Patent Medicines, 

The enormous and growing industry known 
as the manufacture of “patent medicines’’is so 
intimately associated with the drug business 
proper, that a brief account of the origin, 
growth and present status of the trade in pro- 
prietary medicinal preparations can hardly fail 
to be of interest to druggists, both wholesale 
and retail. 

We make the following abstract from a care- 
fully compiled history of patent medicines 
published by our enterprising contemporary, 
The Boston Daily Globe:— 

There are 5,000 proprietary articles of home 
manufacture in ou market. Perhaps 500 of 
these are of importance. Barely fifty are or 
can be run as an independent business. The 
proprietary medicine trade of the United 
States amounts to about $22,000,000 annually 
Of this $10,000,000 is expended for advertising. 
The proprietors divide the profits of $5,000,000 
annual return. 

ORIGIN AND NAME. 

What was the origin of ‘patent medicines?” 

The quotation marks are not used at random. 
There really are not, nor have there been with- 
in the memory of men now living, patents 
asked for or granted upon medicines. 
[A emall proporten of proprietary medi- 
cines are patented. Ep.] It was 
only in the infancy of the business in this 
country before experience had pointed out the 
safest and best methods of conducting that 
business that men sought to secure their rights 
by means of a patent. They soon found that 
the disadvantages of this process more than 
counterbalanced its advantages. In order that 
their rights should be best protected it was es- 
sential that the formula of their preparation 
should remain asecret. It was found that as 
soon as it became known it also became, ina 
degree for which there was no practical rem- 
edy,common property. To obtain a patent 
upon a mixture it was necessary to state the in- 
gredients, the proportions and all the rest of 
the information which made the compound 
valuable to the owners. The expedient was 
soon substituted therefore of copyrighting a 
trade mark. The courts protected ina measure 
the trade marks from infringement, though 
they were not protected by Federal law. 

Although lawsuits and litigations without 
number have followed in the wake of this cus- 
tom, it was foundso much preferable to the 
other mode of protection that it soon became 
universal, This change took place early in the 
century. 

The introduction of patent medicines was 
not so much of an innovation and does not par- 
take so much of the nature of a new departure 
as may at first sight appear. Patented medi- 
cines were in fact the outgrowth of the an- 
cient custom of self-doctoring. Domestic 
medicines are as old as civilization. The roots 
and herbs that the old ladies used to hang up 
among the rafters of the kitchen have come 
down to us almost directly in the form of many 
popular proprietary articles. It wasa natura) 
step from the use of these articles in the home- 
stead to their sale asa patent medicine to the 
general public. It was no more than presum- 
able that some shrewd Yankee who found a 
certain remedy so valuable in his own house- 
hold should attempt to make money out of it. 
In this way the patent medicine originated. 

But these were necessarily simple, primary 
remedies, and only a few of them have gur- 
vived in any form to ourday. ,Modern pro- 
prietary medicines whre undoubtedly born of 
the physicican who, after using the formula 
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for years, perfecting it, eliminating its ferrors 
and adding to its virtues, finally sold the secret 
or himself launched it out upon its broader 
mission. 

The proprietary medicine business as we 
know it to day is not of very ancient origin. It 
is rather the growth of the last half century, 
and it is certain, as far at least as this country 
Is concerned, that the business as carried on 
pricr to that time was mainly of an unimport- 
ant and ephemeral character. Most of our long 
established and best known medicines were 
first heard of under their present names he- 
tween 1830 and 1840, though there are a few 
which are considerably older. 

SUCCESS AND FAILURE. 

The path of the progress of the proprietary 
article industry is strewn with the wrecks of 
the men who made a gallant fight, but were 
unable to keep their heads above water. Not 
one article in athousand succeeds even when 
backed by a generous capital. 

It will be a surprise to many people who have 
read in the newspapers about the ‘*$200,000,000 
made by the patent medicine men ina single 
year” to learn that of the 5,000 proprietary 
articles now on the catalogues of dealers not 
fifty could be run as anindependent business. 
The large number of the remainder have been 
bought up by wholesale dealers and druggists 
and are made to eke out the profits of another 
business, while over 4,000 represent the wrecks 
of men who have spent from $5,000 to $20,000 
each in advertising, in trying to make a de- 
mand for a preparation. 

Within the present generation, perhaps five 
men or firms in this business in this country 
have made, to average, say $1,000,000 each. 
There may be from ten to twenty others who 
have made in the aggregate another $5,000,000. 
After these you will look in vain to find another 
$5,000.000 in the aggregate net savings of all 
the others in the trade in the country together. 


THE LARGEST CONSUMERS. 

The American public probably buy more 
“patent medicines’ in proportion to their 
number than any other people in the world. 
The reason is to be found in the proportion- 
ately greater size of the well-to-do middle 
classes. There can be no doubt that the mid- 
dle class does buy the major portion of such 
articles sold. Neither the very rich nor the 
very poor buy the ready-made medicines. To 
the latter class the door of the free hospital 
and the free dispensary is always open. The 
former can afford to call upon the physician for 
the most trifling indisposition. 


A PIONEER. 

Swaim, who dieda few years ago at an ad- 
vanced age, may almost be aaid to have been 
the pioneer of the modern business in this 
country, though there was already consider- 
able activity in this direction in England. He 
was Deither a physician nor a druggist, and 
knew no more abort medicine than the average 
citizen. He was by trade a book-binder. One 
day a receipt for the king’s evil dropped out 
from between the pages of a volume he was at 
work on. Swaim was troubled with this dis- 
order, and had tried all known remedies in 
vain. He had the prescription prepared and it 
cured him. He then, over fifty years ago, 
began the manufacture of the article, and the 
price he set on it was $16 a bottle. This ex- 
orbitant figure appears to have been justified 
by the prices then prevalent in England where 
patent medicines were already being sold. 
Other articles started here about that time 
were advertised at proportionately large sums. 
This was on the thecry that the demand would 
be limited. It was soon found that the con- 
sumers of patent medicines would embrace the 
great majority of the middle classes. Prices 
were reduced, and to-day, proprietary articles 
retail at between twenty-five cents and $1 per 
bottle. 

THE EXPENSES AND PROFITS. 

To get atthe profit to the manufacturer, it 
will be most convenient to consider the dollar 
article, which is sold to the trade for $7 per 
dozen. Here isa trifle over 50 per cent of the 
retail price. And generally it may be said that 
the manufacturer gets about half of what the 
consumer pays. Striking a broad average, 
about one-fourth of the manufacturers’ re- 
ceipts go into material and labor. It is 
estimated that a $1 article will contain twelve 
and one-half certs’ worth of material, labor 
and tax. To this has to be added rent, freight, 
express, clerk hire, and such expenses, which 
will nearly double the amount, making it at 
least twenty-four cents. Last, but not least, 
the advertising bill has to come out of what 
remains of the manufacturers’ receipts. This 
is variable, and depends upon the age of the 
article. If the medicine is comparatively new, 
it may bea great deal more than the return. 
If it is an old established medicine it is at least 
twelve and one-half cents on the dollar bottle. 
This leaves twelve and one-half cents out of 
the dollar as the manufacturer’s profit. Some- 
body else has got the rest. The jobber buys at 
$7, and gets his fifteen off. It costs him 6 per 
cent to do his business. He therefore makes 9 
per cent on the transaction. The retailer is 
supposed to make 35 per cent on each gale. 
The consumer’s dollar, paid for an established 
medicine,is therefore found to be divided up in 
this way.

Many of the smaller country newspapers 
subsist almost entirely on the revenue derived 
from this source. In the last twenty years 
proprietary medicine advertisements have paid 
the newspapers fully $100,000.000, a sum many 
times greater than the proprietors themselves 
have saved during the same period, 

STARTING A NEW MEDICINE. 

As to the amount of money it takes to float a 
new remedy very few people realize what it is, 
One of the oldest manufacturers, still in actual 
business, talking the other day on this subject, 
said: “Even before the war, before the stamp 
tax had been imposed, and when advertising 
was a deal cheaper than it is to-day, it used to 
astonish would-be proprietary men to learn the 
cost of establishing a business. A man would 
come to me and say, ‘I’ve got such and sucha 
medicine and I want to put it into the mar- 
ket.’” 

“*How much money have you got?’”’ was the 
first question I asked him.” 

“*Oh, money enough.’”’ 

**Well, how much do you consider enough?” 

“*Three to five thousand dollars.’ ”’ 

**You had better save your money, then. 
Unless you have got from $20,000 to $50,000, a 
first-class urticle and the best stock of patience 
in the universe, you had better make your for- 
tune in some other way. This generally was 
considered a slight exaggeration, anda good 
many men found out how near the truth it was 
by a dear experience.” 

The newspapers of course, got the major part 
of the advertising patronage, but there are 
many other mediums. Many of thsee were ex- 
ceedingly remunerative while they were a nov- 
elty, but most ot them have been 80 largely 
employed that they have ceased to be effective. 
It is estimated that upwards of $5,000,000 has 
been expended in painting the rocks and fences 
of the country. A Massachusetts firm began 
the issuing of almanacs as a method of adver- 
tising a great many years ago, and fora while 
had the field substantially to itself,but it is now 
a common expedient. 

A man of position and knowledge of the bus- 
iness said. “You ask me how should a propri- 
etor proceed. That is a difficult question to 
answer. But, generally, I would recommend 
something like the following. An advertising 
account of $1000 a month should be opened to 
present the case,and if the article 1s one thet is 
hkely to be assisted by a system of sensational 
advertisements,then the sum must be increased 
to $3000 or, perhaps, to as much as $5(00a 
month, and at that rate it should be kept up 
for twelve months at least, if there were signs 
of the thing going.” 

As for the possibilities for new remedies the 
field 18 very much narrower to-day than form- 
erly. Many articles have not succeeded for the 
simple reason that there werealready too many 
articles in the same line im the market. It 
would be very difficult to make a new cathartic 
pillsucceed, because there are sixty already in 
the field. It would be difficult to make a new 
sarsaparilla succeed, because there are halfa 
dozen or more in popular use. The same may 
be said generally of plasters and ointments. 


TRADE-MARKS, 

Asbas been said before, the term patent 
medicines is a misnomer. Patents are not is- 
sued for proprietury articles. The right, there- 
fore, is not by law vested in the remedies them- 
selves, butin the peculiar marking which the 
proprietor places upon the articles. The word 
“trade-mark’’is the designution of those marks 
or symbols which are the exclusive property of 
the proprietor, and an imitation of which is 
punishable by law. 

“A trade-mark,” says Mr. S R. Pinkney, “may 
consist of a name or a device or a peculiar ar- 
rangement of words, lines or figures in the 
form of a label which has been adapted and 
used bya person, firm or corporation in its 
business in order to designate goods of a pecu- 
liar kind manufactured which no other person, © 
firm or corporation has an equal right to use, 

“A person may have a right in his own name 
as a trade-mark, as aguinst a person of a differ- 
ent name, but he cannot have such aright as 
against another person of the same nam’ ,unless 
the defendant usesa form of stamp or label so 
like that used by the plaintiff as to represent 
that the defendant’s goods are of the plaintiff's 
manufacture. 

“In the absence of a national Jaw governing 
trade-marks the proprietors are left as a resort 
to the State courts for adjudication. This, to 
the wealthy, may be a boon, but to those lim- 
itedin means it becomes a burden, onerous 
and unjust, The unprincipled can roam from 
State to State, pursuing their dishanest calling, 
pirating on the hard-earned rights of the legit- 
imate portion of the trade.” 


. TAXATION, 

It was indeed a curious anomaly that while 
the Federal government did not afford pro- 
tection of the trade- mark rights it did no scru- 
ple for a long series of years, and until very 
recently, to enforce one of the most onerous 
and burdensome systems of taxation upon the 
proprietors of medicines. The facts of this 
taxation form an essential part of the history 
of proprietary articles. It wasone of the un- 
equal burdens which this branch of industry 
had to carry for twenty years. The tax was 


imposed as a war measure under stress of pub 
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lic necessity in 1862, When advertisements 
were taxed 15 per cent., sales of merchants 6 
per cent., and even legacies and all other finan- 
cial transactions were placed under contribu- 
tion, “patent medicines” were made a source 
of revenue by the imposition Of what was 
known as the stamp tax. It required that a 
stamp issued and sold by government should 
be purchased, cancelied and applied to each 
separate item of goods before it left the posses- 
sion of the manufacturer. The tax was also 
laid on cosmetics and perfumery, and thus 
reached all goods of a proprietary nature, in- 
cluding those lost, destroyed by fire or other- 
wise, after leaving the hands of the manufac- 
turer. The tax was assessed upon the nominal 
retail price, and was supposed to be 4 per cent. 
of that price; but it is easy to see, in view of 
what has been said, that it was tully 10 per 
cent. on the manufacturer’s price. In this 
way it hung like a dead weight about the neck 
of a business already by the nature of tt heav- 
ily remunerative to the general government. 
Thus one of the principal ingredients used in 
the manufacture of medicines, alcohol, pays 
the enormous tax of 1 80 pergallon. At this 
rate the pharmacy using only two barrels a 
week pays to the government $8,000 taxesa 
year on this article alone. Mapy of the other 
necessary adjuncts hf the business come in for 
their separate revenues, and the whole formed 
a burden so onerous that it is no wonder the 
manufacturers expostulated from time to 
time. 

But the stamp tax became a law, the years 
went by, and the showing of the manufactur- 
ers was not considered. The proprietors com- 
plained, but complained in vain, the war meas- 
ure still continued in force long atter the exi- 
gency which created it has ceased to exist. 
Unfortunately, it is not possible to obtain the 
figures tor the proprietary medicines alone, 
forsince the establishment of the tax the rev- 
enue from all adbesive stamps is aggregated on 
the books; but from the report of the commis- 
sioner at Washington we find the revenue on 
cosmetics, perfumery and patent medicines 
during the designated years was as follows:

These figures are not alone interesting, it 
may be noted in passing, for the light they 
throw on the subject under consideration, but 
because they show the steady increase in the 
consumption of the articles themselves. Care- 
ful estimates show the proportion of the tax 
paid by the proprietary medicines a'one to 
amount to about $1,800,000 per year. 

Nothing was accomplished until the manu- 
facturers and dealers in proprietary articles of 
the United States formed an association for 
mutual protection and the general good. This 
association was formed four years ago, and is 
still in existence. Mr. C. N. Curtis bas been 
and continues to be the president. It has a 
wide influence, and embraces all the more 
noted proprietary men who have used the 
association as a means of joirt and official com- 
munication with the wholesale druggists and 
other associations. 

The tax on alcohol still remains. This indis- 
pensable article in the manufacture of medi- 
cines is burdened in this country with the 
enormous tax of $1.80 a gallon, while abroad it 
is absolutely free of duty. This fact has pre- 
vented the foreign trade in proprietary medi- 
cines from assuming the proportions that it 
Ought to have assumed. To be sure, there isa 
rebate provided of this tax on alcohol used in 
goods to be sent out of the country, but prac- 
tically it costs so much to go through the 
formula at the custom house that proprietors 
say itis actually better to let it go than to be 
at the expense and the delay necessary to col- 
lect it. One well known firm had the foresight 
when the tax on alcohol was proposed in wer 
times to make their manufactory a bonded 
warehouse, and during all these more than 
twenty years have been using alcohol at $l6a 
barrel while less fortunate competitors have 
paid $225. Sending out their goods free of 
duty they have amassed a great fortune. 

It is said that the alcohol which is tax 2d $1.80 
can be made for twelve and one-half centsa 
gallon: 

PROPOSITION TO REQUIRE PUBLICATION OF 
FORMULAS. 

There is at the present time no legislative 
action pending on the subject of proprietary 
medicines, but a scheme of legislation is being 
talked of. The scheme simply is that the man- 
ufacturers of patent medicines should be re- 
quired by legislative enuctment to place upon 
the outside of every bottle or package of prep- 
aration the formula of the ingredients, so that 
every purchaser of the preparation may know 
just what he is buying. At the present time a 
committee of the pharmaceutists are preparing 
areport upon the advisability of such an ac- 
tion. It will be seen at a glance that such a re- 
quirement would be of the most radical and 
sweeping character. To force a man to give 
away the secret of his business, to the prepara- 
tion of which he has given years of stuay, his 
thought and his money, is to institute an arbi- 
trary precedent, which would be utterly incon- 
sistent with the spirit of our institutions, 

A proprietor says: “If the formula was 
marked on every package it would enable 
these dealers to say, when called upon fora 
medicine which they did not keep in stock, ‘I 
baven’t it, but I know the formula and can 

mix itinan hour.’ * * The result would be 





this: The retailers would get to making our 


preparations, * * Inthe general ruin which 


would follow the men who have clamored for 
the scheme which brought it about would be 
involved. Proprietary articles form fully one- 
balf of their sales,” 


FOREIGN TRADE. 

The foreign trade in American proprietary 
medicines might weil be made more extensive 
than itis. There is no doubt that the tax on 
alcohol has been largely at fault in preventing 
this trade from assuming its natural propor- 
tions. The rebate provided for at the custom 
house is practically inoperative and unavail- 
able. Still there is already a considerable field 
abroad which is being covered with American 
remedies. Twenty years ago there were only 
three American medicines of any repute being 
sold for actual use in England, but since 1865 
the trade bas very largely increased, so that 
to-day there are at least calculation twenty- 
five American articles which have an extensive 
sale in that country. Since the Canadian gov- 
ernment has been very stringent in the matter 
of duties on proprietary medicines, proprietors 
have established, and are still establishing, sep- 
arate manufactories in Canada, where they put 
up their goods, and thus avoid the duty en- 
tirely. If this will be found to pay in Canada 
it will be found to pay elsewhere. The very 
large field in this country has often taken so 
much of a manufacturer's time and attention 
that he has not had the disposition to turn bis 
thoughts to the other lands which still remain 
to be conquered. 

REDUCED PRICES. 

Cutting of prices is said to have originated 
with Western jobbers. Chicago dealers in the 
range of St. Louis, were selling goods at cost 
and paying freight onthe more staple articles 
in the hope of adding the St. Louis customer 
to their books, while St. Louis houses were of- 
fering the same inducements to Chicago cus- 
tomers. 

Weatern jobbers found that to extent of over 
one-third of all their sales they were transact- 
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ing their business ata loss. No remedy was | 


found until manufacturers were appealed to 
and the rebate plan adopted. This was simply 
a contract between manufacturers and jobbers 
by which the former held the profits on the 
goods until they received a certificate from the 
jobbers that they were sold at full prices. It 
amounted simply to this: “*When you will send 
us a certificate that you have sold these goods 
at the full price we will credit you balance on 
our books.” The result was inevitable. The 
prices were restored, and $600,000 profits 
before thrown away were restored to the 
jobbers. 

While the manufacturers eould easily deal 
with the jobbers, they found it something 
more of a task to regulate the conduct of the 
retailers. Of course, toa certain extent, they 
did not care. They sell just as many goods 
and the retail prices are of noeffect on their 
own profits; but in as much as large number 
of retailers toa district are considered more 
advantageous in the distribution of goods than 
a few, and as the tendency of cut rates is to re- 
duce the number of retailers the manufactur- 
ers would prefer a fixed anu uniform schedule. 
But thus far all attempts to secure such a 
schedule have been vain. The Campion plan, 
by which a very close union was to be made of 
the proprietors and wholesale dealers which 
should cut off the supplics of all who did not 
sell at full prices was tried for a year or 80, 
but was finally abandoned. The result of all 
this is that to-day the cutter’s prices, or a mod- 
ification of them are being adopted. This will 
gradually assume a definite furm and the prices 
of the future will be found to be a mean be- 
tween the most reckless scalping of the cutter 
and the full rates of yesterday.

If it has any tendency at 
allin this matter ‘hard times” tends rather to 
increase than diminish the sale of proprietary 
medicines, for it enforces acloser attempt of 
economy among the people than that which 
ordinarily prevails. So it is that the business 
has gone on steadily increasing since the be-

One dr. sodium hyposulphite dissolved in 8 fi. 
oz. of water, aud mixed with 1 fi. dr. of hydro- 
chloric acid. 


Dr. Immermann has found antipyrine a most 
efficient remedy in acute and marked articular 
rheumatism. He states that it not only reduces 
the temperature, but also exerts a specific 
action on the joint manifestations. In one 
case of marked rheumatism of the trifacial 
nerve &@ permanent cure followed the exhibi- 
tion of only one drachm of the remedy.—

A writer in El Siglo Medico strongly recom- 
mends the following as a means of relieving 
the discomfort attendant on a cold: Take 
about one drachm of powdered camphor, pour 
over it a pint of boiling water, and inhale for 
from ten to twenty minutes the fumes which 
arise therefrom. The first application is said 
to bring great relief, and two or three are 
usually sufficient to entirely dispel the dis- 
comfort.

There has been a decided improvement in 
the demand for all chemicals on the list with 
prices of some a shade higher than when woe 
last reviewed this market. The general tone is 
one of strength and the tendency is to a higher 
range of values, Stocksof all are very light 
and what arrivals do come to hand are quickly 
absorbed. Both caustic and carbonated soda 
ash are in very light stock and it is doubtful if 
500 tons could be obtained for prompt ship- 
ment in the market,and this in the face of an 
increase in the shipments for the past six 
months of 1,000 tons over 1884. Bleaching pow- 
der has also increased, but no stock is obtaina- 
ble, the market being almost bare. Caustic 
soda Is also firmer, and the same may te said 
of salsoda, Oxalic acid continues depressed, 
while chlorate of potash under light stocks is 
advancing. Brimstone and nitrate of soda are 
both steady under free arrivals. Late cables 
report the foreign markets as being all firmer 
with an improved demand all around. Mr. D. 
B McCulloch, under date of Liverpool, Aug. 13, 
say: “Chemicals are in better demand, especial- 
ly alkalies. Salt cake firmer; more doing in 
soda ash; cau-tic soda hardening; bleaching 
powder in good request chietly for U Sat an ad- 
vance of 5s@73 6d per ton on the low sales of 
last week and still tending upwards. Chlorate 
of potash very searce and dearer; sales for 
October and December delivery at 7d. Borax 
unsettled but nofurther decline. Nitrate of 
soda easier on spot; no change to arrive. Sul- 
phate of ammonia dull and in buyers’ favor.”’ 


Heavy Chemicals. 


Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool brands at the moment is in light 
stocks and holders in consequence have ad- 
va3ced prices to correspond. The arrivals are 
light and should any activity be manifested 
values would quickly advance. The sales 
meking are mostly for small orders to cover 
current wants, which are usually light at this 
period of the year. We quote 1 40@1 50c as to 
quantity with some holders asking up to 1 60c 
for store lots. High test is in rather better de- 
mand with sales of 60 tons reported at 130@ 
1 35c as to make and quantity. The shipments 
for the past six months to the United States 
were 60,619 tons agaiust 51,535 tons for the same 
period of 1884, and yet with this surplus ana 
light stocks on way the marset is almost bare 
ofstocks for prompt delivery should they be 
required. 

Caustic soda ash, 48 per cent of the various 
brands is meeting with more inquiry, specialiy 
for shipment to come forward during Septem- 
ber and October, but at present holders are not 
disposed to sell too far ahead at present prices 
—this to some extent curtails business. The 
gales comprise 50 tons at12i}44@1 35c, as to 
brand and quantity. High test remains in the 
same position that has characterized this article 
forsome months past, and in the absence of 
any renewed demand we quote 1 30@l 32}¢c, as 
to brand and quantity. Messrs. P. D. Carr & 
Co., iu their circular under date os Liverpool, 
Aug 14, say: “Soda ash is steady at 134d, and up 
for 48 caustic ash, and full prices paid for high 
test caustic ash: Carbonated ash is 1 1-i6d and 
up, according to brand. The ‘reduction’ scheme 
being now in force, it is not expected that 
prices will be lower.” 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent, under an im- 
proved demand and only light arrivals, isa 
shade firmcr. There have been several inqui- 
ries from the glass trade, but so far no business 
has been done as they are generally holding off 
until the meeting of the committee of the win- 
dow gluss manufacturers, which is expected to 
be held on September 2d. It is reported that 
mapy of them do not desire to go into blast be- 
fore October and some even name November 
1st, as the bottle men have decided to resume 
at the usual time, some compromise will no 
doubt be arranged that will be satisfactory to 
allhands. Meanwhile importers are quietly 
viewing the situation and are not anxious sell- 
ers, especially of goods for shipment. The 
sales comprise 50 tons from dock at 1 35@1 40c 
as to quantity, with some asking up to Lge for 
store parcels, High test is without any mate- 
rial change, except prices are gradually becom- 
ing firmer as the season advances. We quote 
135@1 40c, as to make and quantity. The ship- 
ments for the past six months show a decded 
falling off as compared with 1884, they being 
only 8424 tons against 12,113 tons for the pre- 
ceding year. 

Alkali 36 per cent is again in better stock, and 
while some holders are asking 1 35@i 40c there 
are others who quote 1 25c, while in Philadel- 
phia the market has a surplus of this article and 
it is quoted at 144@1 lic asto make and qian 
tity. For B M 4% per cent the market is a shuue 
firmer and at the close nothing better than 134 
@1 40 is named for round lots while for jobbing 
orders 145@1 50c isnamed. The stock of high 
test B M has been very much reduced of late in 
consequence of light arrivals, and considerable 
difficulty is experienced in shipping goods 
promptly. For forward delivery there has been 
more demand and prices are firm. The sales 
comprise 250 tons at 1 35c and 75 tons in jobbing 

orders at 134@1 40casto quantity. The other 
high test refined alkalies are all firmer under 
an improved demand as the season advances, 
The strong ,position which characterized th

bleaching powder market at the close of our 
last, has been well maintained throughout the 
week, and while there have been several 
arrivals, prices have been well sustained, as 
the demand has exceeded the supply. There 
are several invoices on way by steamer, nearly 
all of which have already been placed for con- 
sumption. Late cables report the foreign 
markets as being firm at 475s, with further 
advance probable. The past few days have 
witnessed an improvemeut in the demand from 
all parts of the country, not only for paper 
making, but for disinfectant purposes. The 
sales comprise 150 casks of prime fresh high 
test, steamer arrival, at prices ranging from 
170@1 75c. At the close, however, 175@1 80c 
wasthe generol quotations. Messrs. P. D. 
Carrol, of Liverpool, in speaking of their mar- 
ket, under date of August 14, say: “Bleaching 
powder was quite neglected for export, and 
fell to £6 for hardwood fob, as well for soft- 
wood at the works; within the last week, how- 
ever, there has been heavy buying at from £6@ 
6 103 for America, closing with buyers at £6 10s, 
sellers asking £6 12s 64@7, and a corresponding 
advance has taken place on the Tyne. Bleach 
is now quite scarce for this month, and several 
makers are fully sold for September, but we 
don’t hear of anything doing to the end of the 
year.” 

Caustic soda 60 per cent is notactive, though 
a good jobbing trade is in progress at prices 
ranging from 2 &5@2 95c, as to brand and quan- 
tity; fora round lot 280c would still be ac- 
cepted. H gh test is becoming quite scarce in 
consequence of ligbt arrivals, although an in- 
voice was received during the week from New- 
castle, all of which was quickly placed for con- 
sumption. Early in the week a few sales were 
made at 2 574c, at which we get 150dms, At 
the close however, the market became strong: r, 
and nothing better than 2 60@2 624¢c was named, 
with sales of 125 dms within the range.

Sal soda American is meeting with the usual 
consumptive demand with stocks being very 
much reduced in manufacturers’ hands. Sales 
are report _d of 75 tons at prices ranging from 
100@1 02% f o b less 144 per cent for cash as to 
quantity and style of package. 

Salt cake as the season advances is meeting 
with more inquiry for forward shipments. 
Holders, however, are not disposed to name 
less than 60@62k¥¢c, as to test, quantity and date 
of delivery, this at the moment is above buyers 
views. Domestic is unchanged at 57}44@60c, as 
to make and quantity. Late mail advices in 
speaking about this says: “Salt cake has been 
bought pretty fr_ely at 328 at Runcorn, at 33s 
at Widnes, and at 34s at St. Helens, and makers 
are asking higher prices, but the consumption 
willprobably fall off unless caustic soda ad- 
vances.

Dealers in colors have expressed a more hope- 
ful feeling during the week, The print works 
are in the market for more important quanti- 
ties, and a desire is manifested to lay in stocks. 
Negotiations are now in progress for placing 
extra large orders for certain aniline colors. 
Thecutch market is quiet but irm. Gambier 
is unchanged. Dividivi is lower. Bichromate 
of potash is unchanged, notwithstanding the 
rumors to the contrary. Annato seed is scarce 
and inquired after. The trade is preparing for 

an active fall businessin the leadiug articles. 


Among the sales of colors we have 5000 lbs 
scarlet 2 R at 4844e; 500 Ibs acid brown 47}¢c and 
1500 ibs amaranth at 6734c. It may be stated in 
this connection that the Brooklyn Health 
Board is interfering with the use of poisonous 
colors by the confectioners of that city. The 
result of an investigation will be found in an- 


ther column. 

Bichromate of potash is in good demand, and 
from what we can learn all orders are still 
being filled at 974c. The rumor that business 
was done at 4c has provoked con- 
siderable inquiry, but like all other 
idle reports it lacks confirmation. There 
seems to be no occasion for lowering 
the price at the moment, as there is 
said to be animproved demand and competi- 
tion is quiet. The latest report is that bichru- 
mate of potash will soon be offered from a new 
source of supply. There is talk of another 
American manufacturer entering the field. 
Bichromate of soda is steady at 8@84c but 
siow of sale. 

Prussiate of potash is not offering under 21}¢c 
for American yellow, although it is claimed 
that 2le will buy from some holders. The 
principal reason for maintaining the market 
is the fact that contracts are now 
being filled on a basis of 21}44c with the 
understanding that deliveries are to be made at 
the ruling market price at time of delivery. 
Any change in prices therefore would aifect 
present contracts, Scotch yellow is unchanged 
with light business doing at 2144@21l¢c. It is 
suid that some foreign makes are obtainable at 
2ic but it is likely that only special customers 
ure favored to this extent. 

Cochineal is without any new feature outside 
of the small weekly arrivals. Holders are not 
pushing business and the market is nominally 
unchanged. No important transactions have 
occurred within the week. 

Divi diviis lower and offered at $4250 per 
ton for prime goods. There is an unsettled 
feeling. The decline is owing principally to 
t ced stocks, but it is believed that the weak-

Gambier bas mostly been taken from store in 
a jobbing way, and realized 4744@5!4c, at which 
range we have sales of 400 bags, also 300 
bags to arrive by Sunrise on _ private 
terms. For spot goods in a large way 
434c will buy although stock is not offering at 
that. Holders are disposed to maintain their 
firm position but buyers are seeking conces- 
sions and are not inclined to operate largely at 
present prices v hile the available supply is in 
their favor. The Sunrise and Hoogly have 
combined stocks of 5800 bales but a considera- 
ble portion has been taken from first hands, 
[Inquiries are slow for later arrivals. An ad- 
vance is recorded in the London market and 
considerable business has lately been done for 
spot and to arrive. 

Sumac market is quiet. Consumers are only 
aying in stocks to meet immediate wants. They 
have an idea that the market will favor them 
later on and are operating accordingly. Hold- 
ers of prime Sicily are not entertaining the 
same views by any means, and are closely ad- 
hering to former prices of $883@89 per ton.
